Thk  flnt  impresuMi,  donbUeu,  wlocb  thii  bocA  will  make  npon  ooo  who 
takct  it  in  luind  will  be  of  tlw  nliundaace  of  tbo  material  which  i*  to  be  found 
for  it,  aiid  of  the  conrciiicnve  coaaiig  frou  hnving  witat  i«  io  it  m  method- 
ically disposed.  Tin  luoilclit  for  the  lolume  wen,  of  coune,  Uie  weU-knoira 
"  Dictioiinrj  of  Tendon  "  and  "  Vledooary  of  ratw."  But  it  haa  peculiar 
fcntures  of  it*  own,  which  make  it  pefecable  to  them  in  method,  anango* 
iiicnt,  nnd  the  form  in  which  informatioD  ia  prctentcd.  Then  aie  in  it  moM 
Uuui  twelve  hundred  titlea  of  articles  armngiug  tlie  inbjccta  of  them  alpli»- 
betically,  uwlcr  Uio  leading  wotil  muit  likely  to  be  turned  to  bjr  the  inquiieK

The  Conunon  Bocma  to  have  bees 
onoe  vrell  ttrewn  with  bowlders,  used,  when  split,  tor  the  ccllar-walla  and  n^ 
derinnning  of  bniUingB.  Judge  Scwall  mentions  in  his  Journal  his  petition 
to  the  soloctroon  to  he  nllowod  to  gather  sotno  for  those  iiuipoae*.  Ilie 
gronnd  im  that  field  luuit  have  been  tci;  tboroughljr  dng  under  and  over, 
when  it  was  occupied  ^ty  Uritith  troops  during  the  siege  of  the  town,  who  in 
the  cold  of  the  wiulcr  hnd  burrows  and  shanties  in  it  made  of  parts  of  nearty 
a  hundred  wooden  houses  which  were  dciuolished  for  the  puipoeo  of  fnel,  and 
from  the  capping-tiuibcr  for  the  wharres  Very  many  of  the  soldiers,  dying 
of  camp-itiseascs,  were  buried  in  trenches  in  what  is  now  the  Buylstwi  Street 


It  is  not  certainty  known  what  proportion  of  the  buildings  first  erected  in 
BoBloa  were  constructed  of  timber  growing  am  its  site.  Trees  wcro  not  found 
namerons  here  by  tlie  first-coniom,  though  bushes  were  abundant,  ^miian 
Coddington  bnilt  the  first  Lrick  house  here  before  1038.  As  soou  as  it  was 
found  necessary  to  conxtniut  piers  or  wharves,  or  to  form  solid  borders  to  the 
torritmy  over  inanh-lamls,  or  to  pnsh  oiit  to  deep  water,  piles  and  timbcrwera 
largely  draim  from  the  liarbur  blands.  For  along  time  the  lading  of  vessels, 
floating  in  the  harbor,  was  taken  to  them  and  fruin  tlicra  in  boats.  It  woold 
be  a  eiirioRS  calciilntion,  if  one  could  aiiproiimnto  to  it,  to  estimate  the  num- 
ber of  forcst-trcci  which,  from  tlw  earliest  days  to  the  present,  have  Iieon 
driven  into  tlio  iiutrginal  or  the  alluvial  soil  of  Boatun,  as  solid  land  has  been 
made  over  tlic  water  flowngc.  Tlie  Back  Day  alone,  if  ever  its  foitndntions  are 
rxpoaed  by  an  enormous  wash-oirt,  wotild  cxliibit  vant  gruiips  of  theao  treaty 
like  a  gig<uilJc  cnncbnike.  Thnst^,  covered  with  granitu  from  the  blowing-up 
of  onr  i]iinrriGa  wid  from  CnpcAun,  and  with  snnd  nnil  gnkvol  frora  Iiills  > 
■core  of  mllci  inland,  are  no  unfit  illnstrntiim  (if  the  conditions  by  which  a  foot- 
hold 1ms  been  secured  on  Uic  iKuiiisiila.  Tlic  causeways  and  bridges,  running 
in  ever^r  direction,  show  other  cunditiona  of  cnlarj^iueiit.  Many  persona  wbo^ 
in  the  present  year,  occasionally  staml  nn  the  licAiitifiil  Iieiglita  of  Soutli  Boston 
and  the  promontory  of  AViutliriii>,  witii  Kant  TkMtrai,  cjqircas  or  feel  wonder  er 
regret  that  tltosc  xitca  lirul  ii<it  licen  earlier  turned  to  better  aocoiint. 

Tlmugh  tlicro  were  vcty  early  com  and  bay  fluids,  ami  later  many  orchards 
and  Aim  gardens,  as  woll  as  cow  and  Hlirc)!  juisturcs,  on  tlits  pcniusula,  Uw 
Hrst  generation  of  ita  richer  oocu)muts  found  it  necessary  to  hkiTe  Ibnt  fiLtV^

lands  oatsido  of  it  Wmnisimmct  (now  Chelsea)  and  Braintree  were  tabetaa- 
tiallj  annexed  to  Boston  as  its  fann-lands.  As  Uie  Indian  name  of  tlie  penin- 
sula, Shawmuty  means  *^  fresh  or  living  springs,"  and  as  the  eolomsts  exchanged 
their  first  settlement  at  Charlestown  to  plant  here  for  the  sake  of  these  springi» 
they  were  well  favored  with  water.  One  of  the  finest  of  these  fountains  gave 
the  name  to  Spring  Lane,  and  still  flo¥rs  irrcpressibly  under  our  post-offioe. 

In  the  growth  and  development  of  Boston,  the  problem  has  presented  itself : 
To  what  extent,  and  on  what  conditions,  may  one  generation  rightly  and  wisely 
burden  those  which  are  to  follow  it  by  a  debt  incnrred  for  some  costly  entci^ 
prise  for  the  public  good  ?  It  has  been  only  in  quite  recent  years  that  this 
question  has  been  pressed  with  nwch  stringency,  opening  in  tlie  discussion  of 
it  strong  variances  of  opinion.  In  our  early,  simple,  frugal,  and,  it  must  be 
added,  our  hardest  times,  there  had  been  no  occasion  to  ruse  the  qnestioK ; 
and,  had  it  been  raised,  it  woidd  have  been  summarily  disposed  of.  Very  im- 
pressive to  us  is  the  reminder  that  the  first  occupants  and  subduers  of  thb  soil, 
the  first  to  turn  it  to  the  uses  of  civilized  life,  with  dwellings  and  fortiflcatioMy 
highways,  meeting-houses,  school-houses,  granaries,  water-conduits,  and  fire  ap» 
paratus,  thoroughly  followed  the  rule  *'  to  pay  as  you  go.**  And  the  exaction 
was  often  a  severe  one.  It  never  occurred  to  any  nugistrate  to  suggest,  **  Our 
children  are  to  have  the  benefit  of  this :  why  n«jt  leave  it  for  them  to  pay  a 
part  of  the  expense?"  There  was  no  chance  for  ^bloated  bondholders'* 
then.  When,  six  years  after  tlie  settlement^  the  pro|)osition  was  approved  for 
founding  a  college,  **  the  country-rate,*^  or  tax  for  the  current  year,  was  at 
once  doubled.  Military  expenses  arc  always  tlie  costliest^  and  are  regarded  as 
most  closely  involving  the  welfare  of  posterity.  But  year  by  year,  in  thdr 
warfare  with  the  savages,  the  magistrates  of  Boston  resolutely  paid  their  way, 
filling  and  clearing  their  scanty  exchequer  ;  and  it  was  not  till  tlie  struggle 
was  complicated  with,  and  made  in<nipiKirtable  by,  the  cash  resources  of  the 
people,  on  account  of  burdensome  war  with  the  French,  that  we  hear  anytliing 
of  a  funded  debt  and  of  paper  money. 

Tliere  are  those  among  us  who  maintain  that  this  good  example,  both  as  a 
matter  of  obligation  and  of  expediency,  slioiild  have  been  imitated  down  to  and 
ill  our  oMm  Umcs ;  that  no  outlay  should  have  been  made  for  any  improvement 
that  was  not  paid  for  year  by  year,  and  that  tlicn  we  should  own  what  we  pos- 
sess. Possibly  some  nearer  approach  might  have  been  made  towards  realising 
this  condition.  But  then  our  city  would  have  worn  quite  a  difFcrent  asiiect,  and 
life  in  it  would  have  presented  quite  different  experiences.  Doubtless  the  ex- 
travagance of  public  outlays  on  the  basis  of  funded  debts  has  much  to  do  with 
encouraging  private  indulgence  and  recklessness  of  ex])en8c,  as  so  many  individ- 
uals ple<lge  their  expected  future  incomes  to  make  the  present  more  enjoyable 
to  them.  Yet  it  may  well  be  questioned,  whether  the  rigid  rule  of  economical 
proceeding  wliidi  has  been  stated  is  reasonably  applicable  to  a  community  like 
our  own.    A  parent  may  leave  to  his  cliildrcn  an  unincumbered  inheritance.    A 
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•OB  ii  mider  an  dUlgatioii  to  pay  hii  iafther's  debU  if  be  ncetftM  the  means 
from  his  fiUher's  estate.  Bat  eaa  those  who  are  bom  here  into  the  present 
generation  reas<msbly  expect  to  enter  npon  a  heritage  so  different  from  that  of 
their  fathers,  in  the  sum  of  aD  the  conditions  which  have  changed  the  rough 
wilderness  into  all  the  aspects,  conyeniences,  and  resources  of  a  highly  advanced 
OTiUsation,  and  this  without  cost  to  themselves?  We  might  imagine  this 
ease,  which,  however,  in  its  analogies,  comes  dose  to  the  reality :  We  may 
suppose  the  forests,  for  the  supply  of  fuel  for  our  winters,  to  have  been  whoDy 
ejdiansted  fifty  or  more  years  ago.  Then  it  may  have  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  those  concerned,  that  there  were  inexhaustible  beds  of  coal  in  the  bowels  of 
a  mountain,  whidi,  however,  could  be  pierced  and  penetrated,  and  made  to 
yield  their  treasures,  only  by  an  enormous  expense,  utterly  beyond  the  resources 
of  those  living  at  the  time  to  meet.  An  arrangement  is  therefore  made, 
by  whidi  the  enterprise  is  effected ;  involving  as  a  consequence  the  obligation 
that,  for  each  ton  of  the  cool  offered  to  the  use  of  a  subsequent  generation,  an 
assessment  shall  be  paid  answering  to  a  proportionate  share  of  the  original  cost 
of  opemng  or  working  the  mine.  Thb  may  be  regarded  as  the  basis  of  all 
legitimate  funded  civic  debts,  the  annual  burden  of  which  is  to  be  borne  by 
those  who  accede  to  the  benefits  pui^chased  by  them.  Parents  find  at  their  use 
costly  school  edifices  erected  for  their  children,  quite  superior  to  those  in  which 
they  received  their  ovm  education.  Instead  of  depending  npon  dried  or  pd- 
luied  wells  for  the  household  water,  the  families  draw  their  supplies  from 
pure  streams  of  distant  lakes  and  valleys.  An  expensive  fire-apparatus  is  at 
hand,  adding  value  and  security  to  every  one's  property.  Streets  are  graded 
and  widened  over  hills  and  through  narrow  lanes,  to  accommodate  the  busy 
traffic  and  intercourse  by  which  we  have  the  means  of  living,  and  many  appli> 
anees  of  comfort  Refuges  are  provided  for  the  poor  and  unfortunate,  steadily 
increa^ng  in  numbers  with  the  quick  prosperity  of  a  city.  For  all  these  and 
many  other  reliefs  and  facilities  to  which  we  accede  above  the  rude  and  na- 
eomfortable  conditions  of  life  for  our  progenitors,  equity  and  common  obliga- 
tion may  well  reconcile  us  to  the  bearing  of  an  annual  burden.  The  heaviest 
outlay  for  annual  and  permanent  taxation  has  been  incurred  in  Boston  for 
extending  local  territory  on  the  original  peninsula,  for  grading  its  broken  and 
irregular  surface,  and  for  opening  and  widening  its  highways.  Some  among 
us  have  laid  up  a  grudge  against  the  fathers  for  allowing  their  cattle  to  be  the 
original  layers-out  of  the  streets.  Yet  we  should  not  be  inconsiderate  of  the 
fact  that,  though  our  thoroughfares  are  crooked  and  narrow,  probably, 
through  our  short-cuts,  lanes,  and  foot-passages  a  larger  proportion  of  our 
valuable  land-surface  is  available  for  going  from  place  to  place,  certainly  for 
those  to  the  manner  bom,  than  in  any  other  old  mnnidpality  in  the  country, 
especially  the  dties  which  are  divided  into  squares  and  blocks  with  the  stiff 
nniformity  of  a  checker-board.  When  those  in  Boston  who  are  now  old  men 
were  boys,  if  they  were  asked  l^  a  stranger  in  the  streets  to  direct  him  to  any 
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place,  it  WAS  genenllj  f  ooBd  mote  oonveiueiit,  if  one  could  poidU/  qpan  Qm 
time,  to  aceompauj  Um  to  >t  by  shott^uta,  Uuw  to  direct  hiiB.  nobaUj 
more  roooe;  and  labor  bare  been  (pent  upon  tbe  territorial  mCaee  of  Rp«h» 
than  upon  the  Burfacea  of  all  tbe  otbor  old  dtict  of  the  Union.  Until  Naw 
York  moonted  up  to  the  region  of  tlie  Central  Park,  it  had  inenrred  bat  eom- 
pamtivelj  trifling  ezpenu  in  reducing  and  fllling  ita  anrfaMi,  except  in  Oiling 
up  the  pond  where  noir  atauda  tbe  "  Tomb*,"  and  in  extendii^  ita  narpnal 
piera.  Fliilndelphia  required  acarcelj  anj  grading.  Baltinoore  kad  a  m^ 
broken  surface  than  Boston  ;  Imt  it  hai  been,  in  tbe  main,  till  qnita  reeanOy, 
left  to  nature.  Chicago,  it  ia  trae,  performed  a  great  feat  in  raiiinf  the  terd 
of  much  of  iU  original  and  most  TsJunble  territot]'.  But  when  one  eonnden 
the  enormona  expense  landked  in  Boatmi  in  atmightening  iind  widening  and 
opening  thoroughfaiea,  where  real  property  haa  become  immenaely  laloa- 
Ue,  notwithstau^ng  the  partial  relief  afforded  by  aneaaments  for  "bettao 
menta,"  he  can  hardly  deny  the  luggeation,  that  it  might  have  been  wiaer  fas 
tbe  authoritiea,  juat  prcviooa  to  tbe  adoption  of  the  <atj  r^men,  to  have 
taken,  at  the  then  fair  appniaement,  every  man'a  real  eaUto  ;  to  hare  nied 
moat  of  the  edificca ;  to  haTe  laid  out  aitea  for  all  public  bnildii^i,  and  all 
needed  tuj^waya,  aa  if  on  virgin  aoQ  ;  and  then  to  have  add  the  lemaining 
lots  to  the  higheat  ladder  at  Miction.  Ferbapa  tbe  devioe  wonld  have  been  a 
profitable  rate. 

Our  city  ofiieiala  are  kept  in  a  alato  of  continual  diatradioa  between  tha 
vehemeut  appeala  to  them  to  advance  improvementa  for  the  benefit  cf  "Um 
people  "  and  the  groaninga  of  the  tax-payers  —  i.  c,  tboee  who  retan  moiMj  . 
directly  into  the  city  treaaury — under  the  increa»ng  asaeasmenta.  Aa  itb 
proTerbially  said  of  Harvard  College,  that  every  ^t  to  it  only  maikea  it 
poorer,  mi  it  may  bo  said  of  our  city,  that  muniftoent  fiivon  done  it  by  private 
benefactors  involve  it  in  increased  ezpenditnrea.  A  Boston  boy  who  beoomea 
an  affluent  London  banker  staita  in  it  a  Fublie  library,  and  very  aoon  the 
annnal  charge  of  condncting  it  triplea  in  amotint  tbe  original  gift  It  is  tbcagfat 
absolutely  advisable  to  rescue  what  may  be  a  sightly  public  square  from  other 
nsea  :  abuttors  contributo  a  portion  of  the  purchase-money,  and  the  aty  then 
aasumea  the  lion'a  share  with  the  charge  «f  ita  annual  care  and  adocnment. 
It  ia  exceedingly  dlfBcnlt,  if  not  impracticable,  to  draw  tbe  line  between  legit- 
imate and  reasonable  public  outlays,  and  those  which  may  be  pronoanced  un- 
wise and  beyond  the  range  of  municipal  privilege  and  obligaUon.  Patriotiam 
ealls  for  the  spending  of  thoosanda  of  doDara  on  July  4  and  other  hcdtdayi,  ia 
games  and  amusements,  from  the  city  treasury ;  and  the  plea  i^  that  the 
money  comes  back  to  tbe  city  from  those  who  crowd  into  it :  wlule  maaj 
lesideuta  run  away  from  the  ntose,  and  say  that  the  only  profit  accruea  to  Qm 
traffickers  in  peanuta  and  ices.  A  aum  of  money  is  appropriated  to  entertain 
n  dialingnished  visitor  :  the  growlen  compUun  that  it  ia  spent  in  junketing  hj 
the  city  fathers  and  their  favoritea.    A  system  of  free  conoerta  and  pnl)& 


pariu  ii  deTiaed  ;  uid  objoetion*  an  railed  tlmt  Aey  ri*k  the  InewMa  cf  Im> 
mmaliUH,  and  demand  a  larger  poliee  fores.  Tb*  leaaon  gi*en  lij  nai^ 
weadtlijmentorevnduigdtj  Untie  that  MtnnehnuMajrii  waited  ia  trivid  - 
B>d  m^tinwte  outlaja.  Tndy  the  d^  ""*'"'■  have  an  aiduom  dntj,  thoo^ 
it  dees  not  fceni  to  wear  mpm  then.  The  actual  aeenritj  d  ^  ei^  iadehtcd- 
neMiain  therealeetateof  theproprieton;  forpcraoaal  {aopertj  nufbepat 
aeide,  and  carried  awaj  ia  a  tin  \as.  Aej  owner  of  land,  hoose,  and  bnildit 
here  may  calculate  eznctlr  what  port  of  hi*  edote  ii  mortgngcd  for  the  palfie 
debt.  Let  him  take  the  gnei  earn  of  t^  and  divide  it  by  tho  Bnunmt  at  wbkh 
his  own  property  U  npproieod  ont  of  the  whole  amoont  of  the  cHt**  Talaatioa. 
Now,  a*  tho  whole  abeolnte  eecnritf  of  the  eitj  debt  m  aotuallj  foond  in  the 
real  estate,  can  anj  rmm  wise  or  juit  arnwgeiDeat  be  made  than  to  aneM  the 
Kdtole  lax  oa  that  form  of  propeitj  T 

^M  conclnaion  which  we  rnch  ii,  that  the  impontien  of  pnUie  burdea*  \g 
en  entailod  indebtedDeaa  mnat  always  aliow  an  offset  by  a  proportioned  einn  of 
focilitiee  and  rosonroca  going  down  «nth  a  pablie  heritage.  Many  of  the  wm- 
mnrt  orer  the  burden  for  our  drie  changes  and  improvement*  are  a*  nnrpaena 
aUe  as  woold  bo  thoee  of  a  mother  as  she  flnds  it  oecesnuy  to  obtain  sneee*. 
dye  enlargements  of  appoid  for  a  hcalthfnl,  growing  Xtoj.  Each  and  all  <f 
oar  TsUroad  stations  hare  been  roconatructed  and  enlarged  three  or  foor  tinm 
-  to  accommodate  expanding  bodnem.  The  dty  hns  occupied  nKccidvcly  thn« 
halls  for  its  piihlio  ofRcials  and  budncss,  and  AjmIs  itaclf  straitened  for  room  m 
it*  present  cdifloe.  lAnd-owners  and  builders  haro  to  avail  thcmselva  of  the 
legal  Tnozim  that  "  whoever  owns  the  sinl,  owns  all  the  way  np  to  heaven." 
Each  SDGcesdve  new  device  in  Uie  lino  of  fodlitics,  tcsoorecs,  convenience^ 
and  improvements  presents  itaelt  to  the  eyes  and  ose  erf  two  tjaite  dilfereat 
classes  of  persons  divided  by  one  or  two  score  yean  in  age :  the  one  lepre- 
aeuting  those  who,  when  a  new  piojoct  was  nndcr  it*  Bnt  snggestion,  stootly 
and  indignantly  opposed  it,  prcfticting  disaster  and  niin  from  its  iiitradnctitM  ; 
the  other  class  of  observen  oannot  make  thcnuclvci  realise  that  the  comrnn* 
nity  was  ever  withont  the  novelty,  at  eotdd  have  eonttived  to  exist  in  the  laek 
of  it.  Gas,  water,  and  street  idlways  pnassd  throng^  this  ordeal,  and  now 
serve  these  two  elasies  of  penona.  An  elevated  nulrmd  is  at  present  under 
the  ordeal.

It  is  pleasant  to  torn  from  this  perplexing  and  vexatious  theme  of  cest  and 
debt,  to  a  gmtcfnl  rcoognitiou  of  wlnt  has  gmo  ont  from  the  pnblie  treasny 
to  enrich  and  enhance,  for  every  one  who  for  a  lifetime  shores  it,  the  peni- 
Icge*  and  attnutions  of  tUs  heritage.  Fint  t>f  all,  and  above  all,  *ta»ds  ths 
"ComoMM."  Though  itsflrst  iqiprajirintian  —  weinay  lay, con»ecr»tii«  —  I* 
the  perpetnol  awl  nnimpiurcd  nso  ol  "  the  people  "  was  the  result  of  a  eoat«^ 
tion  between  our  earliest  aridocraiie  and  dcmoamtie  elements,  the  latter,  h*^ 
ing  won  in  the  strife,  should  reselntely  bold  the  prise.  Some  of  ns  who  an 
not  yet  aged  remember  when  the  good  old  town'fonnd  ani^ipredable  poetsas

to  compose  natoinUjr  the  misbiM  which  we  now  Teeeive  artiBoiaDj.  ^len 
were  then  Tctj  few  trees  within  tlie  Common,  and  no  lamps  to  be  kindled  if 
tliose  who  with  ladders  and  their  hnge  smoking  torches  at  n»J  strong  amel^ 
ing  oil  wont  round  at  dusk  to  light  a  Kmilar  kind  of  street  illaminatws. 

^le  gcncMMU  officea  of  the  town  and  city  treaanrj,  annually  growing  mora 
lavisl^  have  gone  In  three  prineipat  directions,  besides  to  the  bigliwaji  al- 
rcadj  referred  to.  These  are,  to  pnblie  odneatlon  on  the  mart  liberal  and 
comprohonnve  tcale  ;  to  institalions  of  relief  benerolenoe,  and  charilj  ;  ta 
contributions  and  pcoriaions  for  health,  amnsciDcnt,  and  hap[unesa.  "Dtese  are 
all  nliko  inititutiotts,  originated,  administered,  and  maintained  by  pnblie  ta^ 
though  cacli  and  all  of  tbom  have  been  enriched  and  amplified  b/  beqaest% 
emlowments,  or  private  beneficence.  Thej  are  respeotiTely  and  adeqoatelj 
clironiclcd  and  described  under  their  appropriate  beads  in  the  following  pagea. 
The  render  will  havo  mnoh  reason  for  nppreoiatjng  and  admiring  the  oonds^ 
ncss,  tlie  good  taste,  and  the  oondcnted  futticss  of  information,  nndar  the  mj 
comprehensive  and  very  numennu  titles  eoyered  by  these  mbjects.  The  artt 
clcs  are  evidently  prepared  from  the  mart  recent  and  anthentie  sonioe^  and 
will  put  on  inquiring  or  an  interested  seeker  in  possession  of  what  he  ts  most 
desirous  of  knowing  concerning  tlieir  sabjaota. 

Tbe  best  thing  to  bo  said  about  our  schools  and  onr  educational  system  1^ 
that  Uie  contention,  discussion,  and  conflict  of  opimw  constantly  stirring  us  as 
regards  their  conduct,  tlie  experiments  tried  in  them,  and  the  demands  fer 
change  and  schemes  of  improvement,  fumish  the  cridenoe  that  they  are  still, 
as  from  the  flnt,  regarded  the  forelnoet  object  of  cmcem  among  ns,  and  that 
no  rust  of  meanness,  apathy,  or  nmtine  has  gathered  about  them.  The  head- 
ings of  many  grand  institutions  for  the  thtte  inclusive  objects  of  tbe  eity^  ouU 
lay  — which  may  be  found  in  the  following  page*  —  inggcrt  an  easy  passage 
to  tho  consideration  of  the  topic  of  the  Interpoution  and  lavish  eontribntjoas  el 
private  miiniAcence  to  advance  and  complete  many  noble  works,  in  which  the 
public  treasury  can  be  drawn  upon  only  within  statutory  limits  or  reaaonaMa 
testrictions.  Ilie  reader  of  the  articles  in  this  Dictionary  will  find  hit  atten- 
tion drawn  in  rapid  alternations  from  public  institutions  for  education,  ehaitty, 
and  general  onltiue,  to  those  incorporated  or  associated  inxtitutioDS  for  the 
maintenance  and  advancement  of  tho  nune  comprehensive  objects  beyond  the 
limits  and  in  directions  at  which  the  dtj  treasury  has  to  leave  them.  Under

The  faet  that  geaetal 
and  indjaetinuuate  prtmnoni  mi  the  meet  eomptehei»Te  prin^plea  mtut  be 
naada  for  our  lehool  ijatem,  in  the  riew  of  manj  of  our  dtiieni,  inTolrea  a 
large  waste  in  the  opportBnities  and  taeau  «f  extended  education,  in  many 
bcueba  and  some  aecMnplishmenta,  while  the  piinaiy  esHutiala,  ao  lequiaite 
fov  all,aud  moat  likely  to  be  DnivenallT  a^ire^iated,  ai«  alig^ited.  From  time 
to  time  warm  diicoanona  are  opened  in  onr  joumali,  in  which  the  oiipnal  ele- 
meuta  of  eammm  lehool  edncatioD  ai  recogniied  by  our  colouy  law  of  1646  — 
reading,  writing,  and  aritbmetie — are  emphaaiied  aa  ezpieanTe  of  the  full 
obligation  to  be  met  at  the  public  expenae.  Hie  acquisition  of  theae  piimazy 
fentiali  would  be  faoilitatod  to  all  of  but  the  moat  ordinary  capacity  through 
ft  •apreme  ragard  to  their  own  nccesntie*  and  aelf  interest* ;  while  a  lavbh 
offer  of  i^liancea  and  leaaona  iu  more  advanced  culture  would  not  bo  appre- 
dated,  and  would  be  wholly  wasted  for  largo  number*  of  •cboUrs.  Otheta,  of ' 
Ubcial  and  generous  views,  would  make  the  means  and  privilegaa  of  oar  oont> 
moa  edncatioD  most  eomprehennvn,  including  mum,  oiatorj,  art,  military 
drill,  free  drawing,  high  sdenee,  and  skill  in  the  use  of  tooU.  While  this  issue 
most  be  left  to  be  dedded  upon  the  field  on  whidi  it  is  diacuned,  many  of  the 
titlea  in  the  following  pages  ¥rill  be  gratefully  tecoguiied  as  leading  to  info^ 
matimi  showing  to  what  extent  and  in  how  many  directionB  private  monifleenoe 
has  taken  up  the  provinons  for  advanced  and  enriched  education  and  cultnre 
where  the  public  treaauiy  has  to  leave  them.  These  generally  weU'Cndowed, 
weD-fumiihcd,  and  active  iuatitutions  —  all  of  them  having  direct  end*  of  ediw 
cation  in  view,  with  incidental  special  alms  and  help* —  not  only  receive,  but 
Invite  and  attract,  a  very  Urge  varie^  of  tbooe  of  both  sexes  who  desire  and 
can  appropriate  Hie  privileges  they  offer.  There  is  no  occauon  for  presenting 
here  any  list,  sununary,  or  analysis  of  these  institutions,  as  acquaintance  with 
them  will  be  most  pleasantly  made  as  they  introduce  thenuelves  in  Ouai  places 
to  the  seeker  through  these  pages.  Some  humor  is  indulged  when  processions 
of  Uembers  of  the  Young  JUat'i  ChristiaD  Association,  or  the  Young  Men'* 
Christian  Uuion,  ate  seen  to  bo  led  off  by,  and  largely  composed  of,  those  who 
are  venerable  for  their  whitened  lock*.  The  schools  and  banquets  for  news- 
boys and  bootblacks  offer  very  charaeteristie  suggestions  in  their  attendanta. 
FQe*  of  young  pupil*  invited  to  a  botanical  or  geological  excuraiiMi,  <a  to 
inspect  the  pcooesses  of  some  manufacture,  would  seem  to  have  in  them  inspi- 
ration to  call  out  all  germ*  of  latent  talent.  A  steamer's  deck  crowded  with 
children  enjoying  a  harbor  sail,  and  a  band  of  youngsters  gathered  from  the 
bet  streets  and  lanes  for  "  a  country  week,"  pleasantly  remind  us  how  privata

Ut  of  education  have  been  reaohed,  lo  U  it  ia  Uie  exacdng  isnge  of  pTOTHoB 
foe  the  moat  conipielienaive  elaima  on  humanit/  and  bcnerolenc*.  Fnblw 
funds  for  the  support  of  the  poor  and  the  relief  of  tlm  eoDUtlea*  mlieria  ot 
waut,  diaesse,  and  misfortnne  must  be  distribatcd,  indiaeriminately,  bnpar- 
tially,  without  favoritinn  or  special  consideratums.  Among  ths  aentimeDta 
and  traditinis  of  dutj  which  havo  come  down  to  as  through  anoestral  descent 
ii  that  of  a  lender  considerKtion  tor  those  who  are  (pokcn  ^  as  "  having  faiowa 
better  <Iajs."  In  the  disonssiuns  frequently  raised  among  ni,  whether  or  not 
we  do  or  ought  to  recognize  God  and  Chriitiani^  in  onr  Constitntion%  it  nutst 
gtatify  all,  whateTor  their  creeds  and  opinions,  to  know  that  we  do  so  in  Terj 
inanj  of  onr  InstituUons.  The  public  trcasniy  would  be  wholl/  inadequate  to 
maintain,  support,  and  administer  that  large  nnmber  and  Tnzie^  of  special 
agencies  of  bencTolence,  relief,  nod  meief ,  the  names  and  objects  of  whidi  ais 
given  —  \)j  no  means  camplcteljr  and  exhaustively  —  in  the  pages  which  fol> 
low.  And  if  these  institutions  did  look  to  the  pnblio  treasuij  for  thrir  sup> 
port,  some  of  the  moie  discriminating  and  delicate  requisites  for  their  anr- 
Ught,  classification,  and  daily  routine  would  hardly  be  available.  Almost  sa 
serious  a  condition  as  that  of  being  sure  of  relief,  support,  and  wise  and  land 
treatment,  in  pover^  or  disesse,  for  very  many  sufferers,  is  that  of  the  dr> 
cumstanees,  surroundings,  and  companionship  under  which  they  are  to  reerire 
eharify,,or  to  spend  their  remaining  years,  llioie  "  who  have  known  better 
days  "  may  well  shrink  from  the  repelling  associations  of  a  pramiscuoui  boa- 
lutal  or  poorbouBB.  tet  the  public  treasury  could  not  cosset  np  or  indulgently 
provide  fur  groups  of  select  favorites  of  old  men,  or  old  women,  at  t-hiiarf^ 
or  iiieurablcB,  or  convalescents,  or  furnish  aitiflcisl  limbs,  or  needlewta^  or 
Hpecial  medical  oversight,  or  in  many  other  of  the  varieties  of  need  and  mi^ 
fortune,  with  partial  regard  for  the  sentimcDts  and  scnnbilities  and  the  pi^ 
vions  condition  of  life  of  the  receivers  of  its  bounty.  There  is  toptMSug 
resembling  a  marvelloos  ingenuity  and  adaptation  in  the  range  and  the  iprrisl 
ties  of  the  institutions  of  charity  and  mercy  tabled  in  this  volume,  founded, 
endowed,  and  sustained  wholly  by  private  rannifloence.  Hie  Association  for 
Pliblio  Charities,  and  the  UaasachusettB  General  Hospital,  extend  their  min- 
istrations annually  to  thousands  of  objects  of  their  care  ;  and  we  may  follow 
down  or  np  from  these  fountain-heads  all  the  lesser  rills  whidi  carry  fecial 
EtvoTs  to  groups  of  sufferers  and  to  iMiely  ones.  A  thoron^  inspection  of  the 
treasurers'  bo^  of  all  onr  moneyed  coiporationa  would  make  an  iropresdve 
revelation  as  to  the  amounts,  ever  rapidly  aceumulatin^  of  the  funds  bdd  la 
perpetuity  for  out  manifold  institutions  ot  charity  and  mercy.

amcraiit  of  $4oO,(XX)  in  addition  to  the 
$000,000  before  authorized.  Tlie  first 
bnilding  of  the  association  was  in  Cliauncy 
Street,  and  here  the  librarr  was  estab- 
lished. In  1807  it  remored  to  rooms  at 
Nou  40  AVinter  Street ;  and  in  187^)  the 
present  imposing  and  most  conTeniently 
sitnated  estate,  foimerly  the  Soroeraet 
Clnb  Ilouse  (see  Somer§et  CluhX,  was  se- 
cnred ;  and  tnb  has  nnce  been  the  recog- 
nised Orthodox  Comrregntional  headquar- 
ters in  Boston.  \&e  Appendix  A,  and 
Comgregational  JJoutef  also,  CangrfffO" 
tioHol  Librarjt.] 

Amerioaji  House  (The).  No.  50 
Hanover  Street,  a  short  distance  from 
Coort  Street.  One  of  the  best  known 
and  most  commodious  of  the  well-kept 
hotels  in  the  city.  It  was  first  opened  in 
18:)5,  and  sixteen  years  Liter  was  entirely 
rebuilt,  covering  the  territorv  previously 
occupied  by  the  original  hotel,  £.*iri*s  and 
Merchant*  s  Hotels,  and  the  old  Hanover 
Honse.  On  part  of  thb  ground  formerly 
stood  the  dwellinjc-liouse  <if  Gen.  Warren. 
Since  tlie  rebuilding  in  1851,  numerous 
other  impruveiiients  and  ndilitions  have 
been  made;  and  it  is  now  one  of  the 
largest,  as  it  has  been  long  one  of  the 
best-managed,  of  Boston  public-houses. 
It  has  a  spacious  entrance,  wiUi  corridom, 
large  public  drawing-rooms,  and  all  the 
modem  improvements.  It  was  the  fimt 
hotel  to  introduce  the  passenger  elevator, 
and  it  has  been  always  abreast  of  tha 


times  in  other  reneets.  It  is  eondoeted 
CO  the  American  pUuL  It  is  largely  pat- 
foniied  by  business  men,  the  uioe-and- 
leather  trsde  especially  making  it  its 
headquarters;  and  with  Western  aad 
Southern  merchants  it  has  for  years  been 
a  favorite  resort.  It  has  many  comforta- 
ble and  inviting  family  suites,  which  are 
always  oocnpied  during  the  winter  season. 
Its  prices  are  from  $2.50  to  $^1.50  per 
day.  For  more  than  forty  years  this 
honse  has  been  under  the  management  of 
the  bite  Lewis  Itice  or  lib  sons,  who  still 
conduct  it.  William  Washburn  was  the 
architect  from  whose  designs  the  house 
was  rebuilt  in  185L 

American  Library  Association 
(The).  Rooms  at  No.  'S2  Hawley  Street, 
in  connection  with  the  American  Metric 
Bureau.  Organized  1870.  [See  ^Imcrtcan 
Uetric  Bnreau,]  This  association  is  com- 
posed of  the  leading  libmtians  of  the  coun- 
try, and  aims  to  increase  the  number  of 
readers,  improve  their  methods,  raise  the 
standard  of  reailim^,  and  reduce  its  cost. 
The  work  is  done  through  the  free  public 
libraries,  and  the  association  holds  meet- 
ings annually  in  difiPerent  cities,  at  which 
papers  are  read  and  discussions  carried  on 
upon  matters  relative  to  the  orpfsnization 
and  administration  of  libraries.  Tlie  **  Ia- 
brary  Journal,"  an  international  montidy, 
devoted  to  tiie  same  objects,  and  the  oifi- 
eial  publication  of  the  libraries  both  of 
this  country  and  of  Great  Britain,  is  the 
official  cnpin  of  the  Association.  It  is  ed- 
ited by  Charles  A.  Cutter.  The  asMcia- 
tion  grew  out  of  the  conference  of  Amer- 
ican librarians  held  at  Pliiladelphia  during 
the  Centennial  Exhibition.

ments  of  great  cities.  Theatres,  at  leasl 
have  not  been  lacking;  and  Borton  hn 
for  years  been  reffarded  by  theatrical  mai 
a^rs  as  one  of  the  best  TOlds  to  '*  work 
with  good  theatrical  material  and  leadin 
**  stars.  "^  The  Boston  Theatre  compart 
in  size  with  the  larger  theatres  in  Enropi 
offering  a  stage  on  which  any  model 
pieces  may  be  effectively  presented,  an 
an  auditorium  with  a  seatii^  capacit 
which  compares  favorably  with  that  c 
the  largest  theatres  in  the  worid.

ton  and  Dover  Streets,  the  M^ndsor ;  as 
in  the  Roxbnry  District,  the  Dndli 
Street  C^ra  House.  Tliers  are  all 
several  **dime  museums,"  Inclndii 
the  *'  World's."    In  consequenea  of  tl 
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change  of  late  yean  in  die  mode  ol  con* 
ducting  theatrical  enterprises,  the  Mu- 
seum IS  the  only  theatre  having  a  per- 
manent stock  company  ol  the  old-fash- 
ioned sort,  all  of  the  others  heing  occupied 
for  engagements  of  a  longer  or  shorter 
term  by  *' stars,*'  travelfing  theatrical 
mid  operatic  combinations,  though  the 
Boston  Theatre  has  a  company  of  its 
own,  which  it  employs  **on  the  road'' 
the  larger  portion  of  the  season,  with  at- 
tractions generally  first  brought  out  here. 
The  Museum  has  always  po»essed  an  ex- 
cellent dramatic  company,  equal  to  the 
{>re3entation  of  all  modem  plavs,  and,  of 
ate  years,  of  light  opera  as  welL  Among 
the  musical  attractions  of  the  winter 
months  there  are  always  one  or  more  sea- 
sons of  Italian  opera ;  and  ranking  high 
are  the  orchestral  concerts  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  established  in  the 
season  of  18^1-S2 ;  tne  oratorio  perform- 
ances of  the  Handel  and  Ilaydn  Society ; 
and  the  concerts  of  the  Cecilia,  the  Boyls- 
ton  Club,  the  Apollo  Club,  the  Euterpe, 
and  other  musical  clubs,  to  which  the 
tickets  are  distributed  by  the  members,  and 
are  not  for  sale.  [See  sketches  of  each 
of  these  dubs,  societies,  and  oi'ganizations 
for  fidler  information.]  The  various 
**  conservatories "  give  mquent  concerts 
by  their  pupils ;  and  the  legion  of  teachers 
and  professional  artists  give  their  concerts 
from  time  to  time,  so  that  there  is  scarce 
an  evening  that  does  not  offer  an  embar- 
rassment of  riches  during  the  entire  sea- 
son, which  lasts  usually  well  into  May. 
Even  the  announcements  of  the  **  lecture 
bureaus,"  which  once  were  strictiy  ly- 
ceum  lectures,  have  come  to  be  concert 
series,  with  a  few  lectures  by  the  celebri- 
ties of  the  hour  interspersed  between  the 
concerts.  Of  lectures,  however,  there  is 
no  lack.  The  courses  of  the  Lowell  Insti- 
tute [see  Lowell  Inttituie]  always  attract 
crowded  audiences,  as  do  also  those  de- 
livered under  the  auspices  of  other  or- 
ganizations or  committees.  The  trouble 
of  the  modem  Bostonian  is,  now,  not  so 
much  what  shall  he  do  to  amuse  himself, 
as  what  shall  he  choose  out  of  the  abun- 
dance of  resources  afforded  him.  In  the 
summer  season,  suburban  wardens,  pleas- 
anUy  arranged,  and  provided  with  out- 
door theatres"  and  otner  attractions,  off^er 
the  Bostonian,  and  the  amusement-eeeker 
tairying  in  the  dty,  out-of-door  amnta 
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ment  in  manj  places.  Whik  In  tiia  M«* 
sic  Hall  an  inaoor  summer  cardeii,  with 
music  every  evening,  except  Sunday,  by  a 
fine  orchestra  waa,  as  a  regular  feature  of  « 
the  summer  seasons,  established  in  tha 
summer  of  1885w  The  easily-reached  sea- 
shore resorts  •—  Nantasket  Beach,  Pern- 
berton  (Hull),  the  Point  of  Pines  at  tha 
farther  end  of  Revere  Beach,  and  Na- 
hant — vie  with  each  other  in  variety  of  at- 
tractions, cheapness,  and  means  of  access. 
For  those  who  fancy  a  quieter  sort  of  e»- 
joyment,  the  immediate  districta  of  tiia 
city  offer  endless  ehanning  resorts  for 
drive  or  walk,  in  oleasant  raral  villagea, 
easily  reached  in  half  an  hour  or  leas  by 
steam  or  street  car ;  and  while  awaitiag 
the  parks  that  are  to  be  [see  P^ie  Porks 
8gttem)j  the  suburbs  of  Boston  offer  its 
citizens  one  of  the  loveliest  d  parks  within 
easy  reach  of  all  who  choose.  In  tiie 
winter,  wlien  the  weather  permits,  the 
roads  leadiiiff  from  the  city  are  alive  with 
sleiehs ;  ana  the  fast  horses  may  be  seen  ^ 
to  Uie  best  of  advantage  on  the  famous  f 
Brighton  Road,  which  is  a  continuatioa  ^ 
of  Beacon  Street ;  while  for  tiie  lovers  of 
skating,  the  rarest  fields  are  open  in  the 
frozen  crystal  surfaces  of  Jamacia  Pond, 
FVesh  Pond,  Spy  Pond,  and  <yther  beaa- 
tif  ul  spots  witnin  easy  readi  of  the  city. 
Within  its  limits  the  gamitu  bladLcn  the 
surface  of  the  historical  FVog  Pond  on  the 
Common,  and  the  pond  in  the  Public  Gar- 
den ;  and  in  some  seaaona  rinks,  eovered, 
waimedj  and  lighted,  receive  tiiose  who 
desire  shelter  (and  are  willing  to  pay  for 
it)  from  the  nipping  temperature  of  a 
New  England  winter.  There  are  also 
^^roller^ikating"  rinks,  brilliantly  iUu- 
minatod  at  night  by  the  electric  light, 
llie  boys  of  Boston,  tocL  who  are  as  fond 
as  the  boys  of  the  Revolutionary  days  of 
the  coast  on  the  Common,  find  it  protected 
for  them  in  good  coasting-weather,  by  the 
'*  city  fathers ; "  and  when  the  coasting 
season  b  protracted,  temporair  bridgea 
are  sprung  over  the  coasts  for  toe  accom- 
modation of  pedestrians  along  the  paths. 
In  the  ball-playing  season  the  grounds  of 
the  base-ball  club  attract  multitudes  of 
spectators  interested  in  the  so-called  '^  aa- 
tional"  game;  and  in  summer  time  the 
bazJcs  of  tiie  Charies  River  are  crowded 
with  the  throngs  eager  to  view  the  an- 
imated contests  between  rival  boat-dubai

Apartment-Houaefl,  or  Family 
Hotela.  The  mode  of  living  in  suites, 
after  the  FkwMh  and  Continental  system 
of  dwelliiigs,  has  grown  rapidly  into  favor 
in  Boston.  Among  the  huge  numbers  of 
these  houses  now  to  be  found  within  tlie 
ci^  fimits,  there  are  many  inviting  in  ap- 
peaianee,  admirably  arranged,  well  aii- 
pointed,  and  attxactively  dengned.  Tlie 
system  gained  its  foothold  in  Ameriea  l*y 
ita  introdnction  in  Boston,  and  its  popu- 
larity is  wen  attested  by  the  rapid  in- 
erease  of  apartment4iouses  in  New  York 
and  odier  cities.  The  first  building  of 
the  "Reneh  flats"  or  "ftuinly  hotel" 
daas  in  this  city  «ras  the  Hotel  Pelham, 
at  the  corner  of  Tremont  and  Boylston 
streets,  built  about  the  vear  1863,  by  Dr. 
John  H.  Dix.  It  occupies  the  nte  of  the 
residence  of  an  old-time  Bostonian,  AVil- 
liam  Foster.  At  the  widemng  of  Tre- 
mont Street  this  building  was  raised  up 
bodily,  and  moved  about  fifteen  feet  west- 
ward down  Boylston  Street,  without  dis- 
turbing the  occupants,  or  in  the  least 
disarranging  the  interior.  This  feat  of 
engineering  ooca^oned  much  remark  at 
the  time  (m  the  summer  of  1800)  as  it 
was  the  first  instance  of  the  moving  of 
saeh  a  large  mass  of  masonry.  Over  on 
the  opposite  corner  of  Tremont  and  Boyls- 
ton streets  is  the  Hotel  Boylston.  another 
one  of  the  earlier  buildings  orij^nally 
etected  as  an  apartment-house.  This  is 
owned  by  Charles  Francis  Adams,  and  on 
its  site  jrears  ago  was  the  mansion-house 
of  Pendent  John  Quiney  AdamA,  in 
which  Charies  F^nds  Adams  was  bom. 
The  Boylston  is,  like  the  Pelham,  thor- 
ooghlT  built  in  every  particidar,  and  nr- 
naged  with  an  eye  to  the  comfort  and

(Con- 
gregational Unitarian. )  Comer  of  Ariiiy- 
ton  and  Boylston  streets,  known  as  ^£s 
Arlington  Street  Church.  The  place  of

Wilson,  Got.  Claflin,  Mayor  Shurtleflf, 
Judge  Putnam,  Charles  Sumner,  and 
others.  Gens.  Banks,  DeTens,  Bartlett, 
and  Underwood  are  on  horseback.  The 
relief  commemorating  the  achicTements 
.*f  the  navy  is  also  in  two  parts.  One 
showing'  a  gri;'*n  of  eleTen  figures  repre- 
sents the  departiirb  ."^f  sailors  from  home, 
and  the  other  is  a  Tiew  of  a  naval  enjrnge- 
ment  At  the  base  of  the  shaft  ItHvlf  are 
four  figures,  representii^  the  North, 
South,  East,  and  West  Sculptured 
wreaths  surround  the  shaft  at  irregular 
interrals.  The  capstone  is  a  circular 
block  of  granite,  2  feet  11  inches  high, 
and  5  feet  in  diameter;  and  on  it  the 
statue  of  the  Genius  of  America  stands. 
This  represents  a  female  fiffure  dressed  in 
a  flowing  robe,  OTer  which  is  a  loose  tu- 
nic bound  with  a  girdle  at  the  waist  A 
heaTy  mantle,  daroed  at  the  tlimat,  is 
thrown  back  oTer  the  shoulder,  and  falls 
the  f  nU  length  of  the  figure  behind.  On 
the  head  m  a  crown  with  thirteen  stars. 
In  the  right  hand,  which  rests  upon  the 
hilt  of  an  unsheathed  sword,  are  two  lan- 
nl  wzeatha.    The  left  hand  holds  a  ban- 


ner draped  about  a  staff,  which  readies 
to  a  height  of  az  feet  aboTe  the  head. 
The  face  fronts  towanU  the  south,  and 
the  head  is  sli^tly  bowed.  The  mona- 
ment  bears  the  following  inscription,  wxi^ 
ten  by  President  Charles  W  Eliot  of 
Hanrard  College :  — 

•'To  the  men  of  Bonton  who  died  for  tiieir 
countiy  on  hmd  sod  sea,  in  the  war  which  kept 
tlie  Union  whole,  destroyed  slaTery,  and  num- 
taiued  tlie  constitution,  the  grateful  city  hss 
built  this  inouomeut,  that  their  example  may 
qpeak  to  oominf  generations." 

The  shaft  is  of  white  Maine  granite, 
and  reaches  a  height  of  over  70  feet. 
The  foundation  is  of  solid  masonry,  em- 
ciform,  built  up  from  a  depth  of  10  feet 
to  the  ground  leveL  On  this  is  a  platfotm 
of  stone  covering  an  area  38  feet  square, 
and  reached  by  three  steps.  Fkom  tibis 
platform  rises  the  plinth,  nine  feet  high, 
wiUi  its  projecting  pedestals ;  on  the  plinth 
rests  the  pede«tal  proper,  14  feet  3  inches 
high,  terminating  m  a  snrbase ;  and  from 
the  latter  rises  the  shaft.  The  brouxes 
were  all  cast  at  Chicopee,  Mass.  Bartlett 
the  sculptor,  in  his  |>apen  on  **CiTie 
Monuments  in  New  England,**  colls  this 
monument  '*  tlie  most  pretentious  in  its 
scheme  of  any  war  memorial  in  New  Eng- 
land.** Of  its  scTeral  bronze  statnes 
Bartlett  says,  **  The  Sailor  especially  is 
started  for  a  fine,  rigorous,  manly  figure. 
It  has  more  in  it,  and  more  possibilitT, 
than  all  the  rest  of  the  monument.  As 
tlie  beginning  of  a  statue,  it  is  the  best 
in  Boston.  All  of  MiImore*s  statues  hsTe 
a  nationality.  It  sliould  be  added  that 
with  few  exceptions  they  are  based  upon 
an  ndmirnble  sentiment.  The  two  sitting 
figures  entitled  Peace  and  the  Muse  df 
History  have  a  good  deal  of  the  sculpture 
element  in  them,  and  with  a  little  more 
earnestness  and  study  would  hsTS  been 
excellent  rooiininental  figures.  The  Sol- 
dier is  a  repn^JtentatiTC  of  an  endless  num- 
ber of  aimless  objects  scattered  over  the 
country.*'  Of  the  ideal  statue  of  the 
Genius  of  America,  he  says,  "  A  massiTe 
statue  of  a  s}nnbolic  iiitentlou  like  the 
Genius  of  .^onerica,  a  subject  grand 
enongh  for  an  entire  monument,  is  out  of 
place  on  a  cdunni,  because  it  is  too  much 
of  a  mass,  and  lias  no  movement,  no  har- 
monious contiiination  of  the  column. 
There  are  but  few  figures  that  compose 
well  with  the  top  of  a  column,  and  thej 
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hsTe  on  action  neeeasitated  by  ita  natiire. 
Tliis  statue  is  not  one  of  them.  In  cases 
of  this  kind  it  is  the  architecture  which 
must  not  onlj  dominate,  but  suggest,  the 
form  of  its  termination."  [See  SiatueM

Art.  The  cultivation  of  the  fine  arts 
in  Boston,  notably  of  painting  and  sculp- 
ture, is  extensive  and  wide-spread,  grow- 
ing and  expanding  year  by  year ;  and  the 
city  ranks  as  an  art  centre  second  to  none 
in  the  country  except  New  York.  It  pos- 
sesses, in  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  tlie 
finest  and  best-eouipped  institution  of  its 
kind  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic ;  has 
several    noteworthy  public  and    private 

{>ietnre  galleries,  ana  many  private  col- 
ections  of  works  of  art ;  its  cfulis  and  so- 
cieties devoted  to  art ;  its  schools  of  art 
of  various  classes  and  grades;  a  State 
Normal  Art  School  for  the  preparation 
of  teachers  of  drawing,  —  the  study  of 
which,  particularly  industrial  and  me- 
chauiod  drawing,  is  thoroughly  pursued 
in  the  public  schools ;  and  a  laige  num- 
ber of  re^dent  artists,  many  of  them  of 
national  reputation.  It  has  frequent  pub- 
lic art  exhiuitaons,  contributed  to  by  non- 
resident and  foreign  as  well  as  homt 
painters;  and  the  cultivated  portion  of 
the  community  gives  much  attention  to 
the  study  and  development  of  art  in  the 
city,  constantly  strivu^  to  elevate  the 
public  taste,  ami  inspire  the  production  of 
art  work  of  the  highest  standard  of  ex- 
cellence. The  first  attempt  to  establish 
a  public  art  gallery  was  not  nmde  until 
1820,  when  the  Boston  Athenaeum  opened 
y  on  exliibition  of  antique  casts;  and  the 
first  regnlar  public  exhibition  of  paintiiw 
and  sculpture  was  opened  the  year  foU 
lowing,  in  the  rooms  of  the  Athenieum. 
It  was  not  until  1850  that  the  first  free 
school  of  drawing  was  opened  in  tlie  city, 
— that  established  in  tlie  Lowell  Insti- 
tute, for  both  sexes,  and  which  was  nmin- 
tained  with  marked  success  for  twenty- 
^'^ght  years.  [See  LoittU  Institute.]  And 
it  was  four  years  later  that  the  fint  club 
of  artists,  out  of  which  tlie  present  'Art 
Club  grew,  was  establislied.  Now  schools 
of  drawing  and  painting,  and  of  carving 
and  modelling,  are  maintained  in  the  Mu- 
seum of  Fine  Arts ;  there  are  schools  of 
painting  on  poxoelaui  and  oi  art  needle- 
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work  comieeted  with  th«  Society  ol  Dse- 
orative  Art;  a  school  ol  sculpture  under 
the  direction  of  T.  H.  Bartlett;  and 
many  art  classes  conducted  by  represen- 
tative artists.  [See  Art  DtaUrs,  Art  GaU 
lerieSj  Art  Cluh,  Athenemm,  Loirell  Instil 
tutty  Paint  and  Clag  Club,  Painters  and 
Scnlptors,  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Normal 
Art  iSchool.

Art  Club  (The  Boston).  Clab 
house  Newbury  and  Dartmouth  streets. 
Back  Bay  district.  Omniaed  1854. 
This  club  was  originally  mmed  with  a 
membership  of  twenty  persons,  neariy  all 
of  them  professional  artists.  Until  1870  i 
it  had  no  settled  abode,  its  social  meet- 
ings being  generally  held  in  the  studios 
of  the  artist  members,  by  special  invita- 
tion ;  and  there  was  no  fixea  place  for  ita 
exhibitions.  In  that  year  the  membership 
was  largely  increased  bv  the  election  in 
many  persons  interested  m  art,  other  than 
professional  artists ;  a  club  house  at  No. 
04  Boylston  Street  was  leased  for  a  term 
of  years.  An  exhibidon  eallery  was  con- 
structed in  it,  and  the  club*s  affairs  wet« 
generally  put  upon  a  sound  basis.  In 
March  cl  tJio  following  3*ear  tlie  club  was 
incoiporated,  and  enuiiged  powers  and 
privileges  were  thus  secured.  The  dub 
steadily  increasc<l,  until  it  numbered  800 
members,  tlie  limit  of  niembenhip.  The 
minority  of  the  members  are  artists  and 
professional  men,  and  there  has  conse- 
quently been  some  friction  between  the 
elements  composing  it ;  but  this  has  not 
affected  its  growth  nor  its  development  as 
a  sodal  art  dub.  In  Febmarr,  18S0,  a 
vigorous  movement  for  a  new  dub  house 
was  started ;  and,  the  required  funds  be-  ' 
ing  subscribed  by  members,  a  lot  of  land 
was  purchased  on  the  southwest  corner 
of  Dartmouth  and  Newbury  streets ;  and 
the  present  club  house  was  built  thereon, 
from  plans  by  William  R.  Emerson,  at  a 
cost,  including  the  land,  of  about  $80,- 
000.  The  bmlding  is  of  a  Romanesque 
style  of  architecture,  and  b  constructed 
of  brown  stone  and  dark  bricks.  A 
striking  feature  is  the  hexagonal  tower, 
starting  from  the  second  story  of  the  prin- 
cipal comer,  and  reaching  tne  height  of 
neariy  seventy  feeL  A  heavy  stone  bal- 
conv,  supported  by  a  column  ¥rith  carved 
capital,  projects  from  Uie  tower  at  the 
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tUitfid  the  NewVory  Street  dde; 
at  its  upper  windows  are  gtaeef nl  iron 
bnleoaiiee,  and  the  roof  b  ooyered  with 
red  tiles.  In  the  gable  of  the  Newbury 
Street  front  is  a  huge  semieireolar  window 
off  stained  glan,  at  either  side  of  which  is 
a  tenra-cotta  design.  Beneath  this  is  the 
membcri*  entrance,  from  a  large  stone 
porch,  double  carred  eolamns  supporting 
Its  roof,  which  m  coTered  with  tiles,  and 
finished  as  a  bsleony  sorroonded  hj 
wron|^t-irDn  railing.  At  the  Dartmouth 
Street  front  is  the  spacious  public  en- 
trance, ahore  which  is  a  handsome  arch 
of  tenra-cotta  woric  At  either  side  of  the 
gable  in  the  centre  of  the  front  is  a  de- 
sign in  terra-cotta ;  and  beneath  the  ga- 
bb,  and  between  two  double  windows  on 
the  second  floor,  is  a  huge  panel  of  the 
same  material,  all  of  Boston  design  and 
execution.  The  interior  of  the  house  is 
conrenient,  sumptuous,  and  inviting.  The 
exhibition  gallery,  on  the  second  floor,  is 
47  by  47  feet,  and  18  feet  high.  The 
walls  are  tinted  in  Pompeian  red;  the 
floor  is  maple,  and  the  room  is  lighted  by 
a  Tory  large  skylight.  By  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  interior  of  the  house,  the  gal- 
lery can  be  thrown  open  for  public  ex- 
hibitions without  encroaching  upon  the 
rooms  deroted  exclusively  to  dub  pur- 
poses.  There  are  three  large  parlors, 
wi^  different  decorations,  but  the  colors 
so  arranged  ss  to  blend  and  form  a  grad- 
ual change  from  dark  to  light  shades. 
In  one  of  them  is  a  roomy  fireplace,  nine 
feet  wide ;  the  jambs  of  which  are  tiled, 
the  f aeing  of  light  Ohio  sandstone.  The 
oak  arch  above  is  Terr  fine,  the  lower 
side  of  it  being  beaded,  the  broad  shelf 
inpported  by  huge  brackets  finely  carved. 
Turn  are  also  a  finely  decorated  library, 
and  lecture,  lounging,  billiard,  and  din- 
ing rooms.  The  objects  of  the  club, 
aa  stated  in  its  constitution,  are  **  to  ad- 
vance the  knowledge  and  love  of  art 
through  the  exhibition  of  its  works  of 
ait,  the  acquisition  of  books  and  papers 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  art  lioiary, 
lectures  upon  subjects  pertmning  to  ait, 
and  by  other  kindred  means ;  and  to  pro- 
mote social  intercourse  among  iU  mem- 
bers.** On  the  evening  of  tlie  first  Sat^ 
nrday  in  each  month  except  July,  Au- 
gust, and  September,  the  regular  business 
of  the  club  b  held ;  and  on  these 
a  supper  is  served,  and  an  in- 
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formal  exhibitioa  of  sketches,  paintii^ga, 
euffiavings,  etchings,  and  other  art  oon- 
tributions  ol  members  is  opened,  contin- 
uing for  one  week.  The  club  has  formed 
the  nucleus  of  a  valuable  library  of  woiks 
on  art,  and  books  of  reference.  C  C 
Perkins  was  the  first  president  of  the  club 
under  the  new  oigamzation.  He  served 
until  1880,  when  he  was  succeeded  by 
ex-Gov.  Alexander  H.  Rice ;  and  in  1881 
Mr.  lUce  was  succeeded  by  George  P. 
Denny,  who  died  in  188(>.  Oliver  Ames 
suoceeded  liim.  The  new  dub  house  was 
opened  and  dedicated  in  the  spring  of 
1882.  [See  Appendix  C]

of  the  art  galleries  of  the  city  are  thoee 
of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  on  the  comer 
of  Dartmouth  Street  and  St.  James 
Avenue,  Back  Bay  district.  These  are 
opened  every  day,  except  Sundays  and 
Mondays,  from  nine  o*  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon untU  sunset.  On  Sundays  and  Mon- 
days the  museum  is  open  to  visitors  only 
in  the  afternoon.  S:iturda3r8  and  Sundays 
are  free  days :  on  other  days  an  admission 
price  of  twenty-five  cents  is  asked.  (For 
the  character  and  extent  of  the  exhibitions 
here,  see  the  paragraph  on  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts.'}  Next  in  importance  b  the 
gallery  of  the  Boston  Ait  Club,  in  the 
club  house  on  the  comer  of  Dartmouth 
and  Newbury  streets.  Back  Bay  district. 
What  b  known  as  the  yearly  general  ex^ 
hibition,  opened  in  the  spring,  b  a  display 
of  oil-paintings,  largely  by  American 
artists,  though  it  b  not  confined  to  any 
nationality ;  and  it  remains  open  for  a 
month.  Admittance  is  free,  secured  by 
tickets  distributed  by  members  of  the 
club.  Tliere  b  also  a  yearly  exhibition 
of  water-colors,  and  block-and-whites.

G.  W.  Ernst  is  the  editor,  and  a  lead- 
ing member  of  the  staff  is  Howard  M.

Beacon  BUl  was  the  hk^hest  of  the 
three  great  hills  of  Boston  when  the  town 
was  first  settled,  the  othera  being  Copp*s 
HiU  and  Fort  HiU.  [See  Ccy^** //i// and 
Fort  IlilL]  Ito  silmmit  presented  three 
eminences,  which  gave  to  it  its  first  name 
of  **  Treamount,"  and  to  the  town,  be- 
fore it  was  named  Boston,  the  designa- 
tion of  **  Trimountaine,**  instead  of  the 
name  of  Shawmut^y  which  it  was  called 
by  the  I«^«*»»t.  These  eminences  were 
situated,  one  behind  where  the  State 
House  now  stands,  near  Mount  Vernon, 
Temnle,  and  Hancock  streets,  and  where 
the  old  Beacon  stood  [see  JBeocos],  which 
was  for  a  while  called  **Cent^  HiU ;  '* 
another  farther  west  called  "Copley's 
HiU,*'  and  later,  **  Mount  Vernon,'^ from 
which  the  present  Mount  Vernon  Street 
took  its  name ;  and  the  third,  to  the  east 
of  ''  Centry  HiU,'*  first  known  as  **  Cot- 
ton*s  HiU  "  and  afterwards  as  "  Pember- 
ton's  HUl,"  from  which  the  present  Pem- 
berton  Sqiuuv  took  its  name.  [See  Stretis 
of  lioMtom^  The  westerly  portion  of  the 
original  Treamonnt  stretched  nearly  to 
the  present  line  of  West  Cedar  Street, 
where  it  terminated  in  a  high  bluff,  for 
some  time  known  as  "  West  IliU ;  "  and 
its  boundaries  were  from  the  head  of  the 
present  Hanover  Street  on  tlie  east  to  the 
water  near  the  present  Charles  Street  cm 
the  west,  and  from  Cambridge  Street  on 
the  north  to  the  Common  on  the  south ; 
and  its  loftiest  eminence  was  138  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  sea.  The  easterly 
slope,  the  site  of  the  present  Tremont 
Row,  was  at  first  the  fashionable  side; 
and  here,  in  the  early  days,  wera  some  of 
^ue  finest  roansion-honaes  in  the  town: 
but  later  Thomas  Hancock,  the  uncle  of 
Qov.  Hancock,  selecting  the  westerly 
rim>e  for  his  stone  nuuinon-honse,  erected 
in  1737  [see  Old  Landmarkg]^  the  fashion 
turned  in  that  direction;  and  since  that 
time  this  has  been  tlie  side  occupied  by 
the  stateliest  residences,  the  other  sides  in 
time  being,  in  large  pajrt,  turned  over  to 
trade  or  to  humbler  awellings.  The  site 
of  the  present  State  House  was  for  a 
while  the  cow-pasture  on  the  Hancock  es- 
tate, and  was  bought  by  the  town,  and 
given  conditionaUy  to  the  State  for  the

There  is  no 
stated  initiation  fee,  but  assessments  are 
levied  from  time  to  time  to  defray  the 
enrrent  expenses.  The  rooms  are  fitted 
with  all  the  appliances  for  boxing,  fen- 
cing, and  wnming;  and  are  open  to 
memben  from  thrM  to  six  o'doek  ereij 
afternoon,  when  a  j^rof essor  of  sparring  is 
in  attendance  to  give  lessoos  to  such  as 
may  desire  them.  Meetings  are  held  at 
the  call  of  the  president;  and  exhibitions 
are  given  in  which  not  only  members,  but 
pronssioiial  boxers  and  sparrurs,  partici- 
pote.  On  such  occasions  stmiq^ers  are 
sometimea  admitted,  b^  only  when  in- 
troduced by  a  member.  Tbe  Commercial 
AthUlie  Club  is  a  North  End  insritntion, 
which  is  devoted  exclusively  to  boxing. 
It  was  organiied  in  February,  1882,  and 
meets  everr  Thursday  night  at  Na  242 
Commercial  Street.

Bridges.  Owing  to  the  almost  insn- 
lar  position  of  Boston,  in  the  early  days 
the  oiily  communieation  with  Cambridge 
and  C)uirlesto¥m  except  by  ferry,  and 
that  of  primitive  style,  was  by  the  round- 
about way  of  Rozbnrr,  over  **  the  Neck," 
which  was  at  that  time  but  little  wider 
tlian  the  present  width  of  the  older  poiw 
tion  of  XVa^ington  Street;  and  the 
"Great  Bridge/'  so  called,  across  the 
Cliarles  at  Csimbridge.  Now  a  bird*s-eye 
view  from  tlie  State  Honae  cupola,  or 
from  the  outlook  at  the  top  of  Bunker 
Hill  Monument,  shows  the  spectator  a 
perfect  network  of  bridges  spanning  the 
Charles  at  wonderfully  dose  intervals, 
from  tlie  whole  ^strict  between  the  Navy 
Yard  and  the  old  Mill-Dam  and  Beacon 
Street.  These  are  in  part  for  ordinary 
travel,  and  partly  railroad  bridges,  whose 
numerous  oraws  present  no  trifling  ob- 
struction to  the  speedy  navigation  of  the 
Charles  River,  notwithstanding  the  mod- 
em appliances  for  their  quick  openine 
and  closing.  Another  intricate  labyrint£ 
of  shorter  bridges  will  be  seen  between 
the  city  proper  and  South  Boston.  In 
17SU,  the  Charles  River  Bridge  to  Charies- 
town  was  completed,  and  seven  years 
later  the  West  Boston  Bridge  to  Cam- 
bridge, from  the  foot  of  Cambridge 
Street.  The  building  of  the  Charies 
River  Bridge  was  considered  at  the  time 
one  of  the  grandest  enterprises  ever  un- 
dertaken in  the  country,  and  it  was  for 
those  days  a  great  undertaking.  It  was 
1,50:3  feet  long,  and  42  wide,  witli  a  30- 
foot  draw.  It  rested  on  huffe  piers  of 
*  oak  ;  and  there  were  four  solid  wharves 
and  buttresses  hud  with  stone  in  different 
uartB  of  it,  to  give  additional  strength, 
it  was  fairly  lighted  at  night,  for  those 
times,  with  lanterns  elevated  on  posts. 
lU  cost  was  $50,000.  Major  Samuel  Sew- 
all  was  the  architect.  This  bridge  was 
the  enterprise  of  a  private  corporation, 
of  which  John  Hanc«ick  was  a  leading 
member,  and  whose  charter  was  niuited 
by  the  General  Conrt  in  1785.  Tlie  cor- 
porsition  was  authorised  to  receive  tolls, 
to  be  double  on  '*  the  I^ord^s  Day,**  for

In  1702, 
when  the  charter  for  the  West  BosUm 
Brides  Company  was  granted,  the  term 
for  taking  toft  on  the  Charles  lUver  Bridge 
was  extended  30  years ;  but  the  proviskNi 
was  made  that  only  sinsle  tolls,  jnatead 
of  double,  should  be  chaiged  on  '*  the 
Lord's  Day,**  the  same  as  oo  secular  days. 
Tlie  Charles  River  Bridge,  oompleted  m 
May.  1780,  was  opened  on  the  great  loeal 
holiaay,  the  17th  of  June,  with  mueh  p^ 
rade  and  rejoicing.  Morning  salutes  were 
fired  from  Copp^s  Hill  in  Boston,  and  Bni^ 
ker  Hill  in  Clwrlestown ;  the  bells  of  the 
two  towns  were  rung  in  a  jqyons  fashioo.

There  was  agreat  processioB 
of  StiSe  officials,  town  offioers,  and  lead- 
iiu^  citizens,  with  the  bridge  proprietors 
wmch  marched  from  in  front  of  the  Oui 
State  House  in  State  Street,  aeross  the 
new  structure  to  Chariestown  and  Bunker 
Hill ;  and  on  the  hill  dinner  was  served 
at  two  great  tables,  at  wUdi  800  pe<mle 
were  accommodated  ;  and  the  festivinea 
oondnued  until  dusk.  There  was  rondi 
cannon-firing  during  the  day,  our  fatheis 
delisting  to  display  their  exuberant 
spirits  in  that  noisy  style.  There  were, 
beside  the  morning  salutes,  salutes  from 
**The  Castle,*'  now  Fort  Independence, 
and  from  Copp*s  ICll,  when  the  great 
procession  started;  another  salnte  when 
It  passed  over  the  draw,  and  entered  npoa 
the  passage  of  the  new  bridge;  and 
another,  of  thirteen  guns,  when  it  reached 
the  renowned  hiU.  The  second  bridge, 
that  between  Boston  and  Cambridge, 
opened  for  travel  on  Nov.  23,  179S,  with 
no  great  demonstration,  was  a  more  ex- 
pensive piece  of  work.  A  causewav  lead- 
ing to  it  laid  with  stones  was  built,  and 
on  each  side  of  this  was  a  canal ;  and  the 
wooden  part  of  the  brid^  was  21,483  feet 
in  len^h,  and  40  feet  wide,  supported  oe 
180  piers.  The  cost  of  the  stmctnre, 
with  the  causeway  and  canals,  was  about 
$115,000.  The  charter  granted  the  cor- 
poration authorized  it  to  establish  tolls, 
and  required  it  to  pay  annually  to  Ha^ 
vard  College  .i';lOO  for  40  yean  for  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  indigent  students ;

Bug  Light,  so  named  becanse  of  ths 
pecnliar  formation  of  the  stmeture,  is  a 
nxed  red  lig^ht  npon  the  end  of  a  lon|^ 
sandy  spit  running  out  from  the  Great 
Brewster  towards  Fort  AVarren,  coming 
up  the  harbor.  The  light-house  is  sup- 
ported above  high  water  on  a  system  of 
iron  rods  fixed  in  the  rocky  ledge,  which 
is  generally  covered  with  water.  The 
lisht  stands  about  30  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  sea.  It  is  visible  for  about  seven 
miles,  and  is  intended  to  warn  mariners 
from  Harding^s  Ledge,  which  is  about 
two  miles  out  at  sea,  east  of  Point  Aller- 
ton,  at  the  head  of  Nantasket  Beach«  and 
is  one  of  the  chief  dangeis  of  the  harbor.

Bunker  uill  Monument.  As  one 
approaches  Boston  by  sea,  perhaps  the 
most  conspicuous  object  that  catcnes  the 
eve  is  the  granite  obelisk  on  Bunker 
(breed*s)  HiU,  that  rises  into  the  sky  as 
Pompey^s  Pillar  rises  above  Alexancuia. 
As  all  the  world  knows,  or  ought  to,  it 
commemorates  the  memorable  battle  of 
the  17th  of  June,  1775,  the  earliest  real 
battle  of  the  Revolution.  Then  4,000 
British  troops  marched,  from  the  snips 
which  lay  near  the  foot,  bravely  up  tne 
hill,  to  almost  certain  death,  and  attacked 
the  breastworks  hastily  thrown  up  during 
the  flight  before  by  the  American  troops, 
about  3,000  in  number,  the  most  of  whom 
had  marched  over  from  Cambridge  to  oc- 
cupy the  hill,  under  the  conunand  of  Pres- 
cott,  Putnam,  and  AVarren.  The  British 
lost,  in  their  repeated  attemnts  to  storm 
the  works,  800  killed,  ana  as  many 
wounded  and  missing;  and  the  Amer- 
icans, 100  killed,  and  i\\0  wounded  and 
missing.  Near  the  summit  a  stone  marks 
the  place  where  the  patriot  AVarren  fell. 
The  battle  lasted  three  or  four  hours, 
and  was  witnessed  by  thousands  from 
the  house-tops  of  Boston.  Not  many 
VMUs  ago  tlie  slope  of  the  lull  was 
bnt  little  changed,  and  showed  the  disad- 
vantage at  wmch  it  wiw  attacked ;  but 
now  houses  cover  the  territory,  save  the 
stz  -  acre    inelosnre    of    the    Monument 


gveonds.  The  obeUak,  bnih  ol 
of  granite,  is  220  feet  in  height.  Solo- 
mon AVills^  was  the  arehiteeL  and  it 
regarded  as  his  greatest  work.  It 
bmm  in  1825,  when  the  oonier-sUms 
laid  by  Lafayette,  under  the  direetioii  of 
the  Massachusetts  Grand  Lodge  of  Ma- 
sons. It  remained  for  nearly  20  years 
unfinished ;  but  in  1840  a  great  effort  was 
made  to  raise  the  required  funds,  ospe- 
eially  by  a  fair  in  Faneuil'  Hall,  and  nj 
private  donations.  One  of  the  last  was 
that  of  the  celebrated  c/onsfiise,  Fanaj 
Ellsler,  which  gave  oceadon  to  many  6oa- 
wwU  at  the  time.  The  monument  waa 
completed  in  1842.  The  last  stone  of  the 
apex  was  raised  on  July  2S,  that  joar, 
and  the  event  was  announced  by  the  firing 
of  cannon.  Edward  Cames,  Jr.,  aeeom- 
panied  its  ascent,  waving  aa  Amerieaa 
nag.  The  formal  dedication  ooeuxred  oa 
the  17th  of  June,  1843 ;  and  Daniel  Web- 
ster, who  had  delivered  the  oration  in  the 
presence  of  Lafayette  at  the  laying  of  tiie 
cornerstone,  was  again  the  orator,  befoee 
an  immense  multitude,  and  a  few  of  tha 
survivors  of  the  battle.  The  oecasjoa  was 
a  most  memorable  one.  The  president  of 
the  United  States,  John  Tyler,  was  pic^ 
ent  with  his  cabinet,  from  which  Mi^ 
AVebster  had  lust  retired.  '*  Mr.  Web- 
ster was  himself  that  day,*'  says  the  his- 
torian; "and  his  apostrophe  to  the.  gi- 
eantio  shaft  was  as  grand  and  noble  as 
UiiB  subject  was  lofty  and  sublime.  War- 
ing liis  hand  towara  the  towering  stme- 
ture, he  Said.  'The  powerful  speaker 
stands  motionless  before  usl'  Ha  was 
himself  deeply  moved.  Tha  sight  of 
such  an  immense  sea  of  upturned  faeea, 
—he  had  never  before  addressed  sndi  a 
multitude,  —  he  afterwards  spoke  of  as 
awful  and  oppressive.  The  applanse 
from  a  hundrea  thousand  throats  surged 
in  great  waves  around  the  orator,  com- 
pleting in  his  mind  the  parallel  of  Old 
Ocean."  The  monument  marks  the  oot- 
lines  of  the  old  redoubt,  its  sides  being 
parallel  with  those  of  the  latter.  Tha 
base  of  the  obelisk  is  30  feet  square.  In- 
side the  shaft  is  a  round  hollow  oooe ;  and 
around  this  winds  a  spiral  flight  of  stone 
steps,  205  in  number,  by  which  the  moa- 
nment  is  ascended.  At  the  top  is  an  ob- 
servatory, 17  feet  high,  and  11  feet  in 
diameter,  with  windows  on  each  rida. 
From  these  there  is  a  magnificent  view  of

1872,  the  Univermty  receiviitf  $100,000 
from,  the  late  James  Arnold  of  New  Bed- 
ford, who  left  that  sum  to  establish  here  a 
professorship  of  tree  culture,  and  to  create 
an  arboretum  to  contain  ultimatelj  all 
trees,  shrubs,  and  herbaceous  plants  that 
can  ^row  here  in  the  open  air,  the  **  Ar- 
nold Arboretum"  was  established,  giving 
ample  facilities  for  the  sciendfio  study 
of  arboriculture.  At  the  institution,  lec- 
tures, recitations,  and  practical  instrue- 
tion  in  the  various  departments  are  given 
to  the  students  by  an  excellent  corps  of 
seven  professors  and  instructors;  and  it 
has  won  a  high  rank  among  educational 
institutions  of  its  class.  The  ''Bulle- 
tins," begun  in  1874,  have  given  valuable 
contributions  to  agricultural  literature  in 
their  reports  of  experiments  and  investi- 
gations conducted  in  the  laboratories  and 
greenhouses  here.  During  the  years  ol 
business  depresnon,  the  mcome  of  the 
funds  left  under  the  Busaey  will,  which 
were  charged  ¥rith  the  payment  of  heavv 
annuities,  was  greatly  diminished  throngh 
the  depreciation  in  real  estate,  in  which 


the  funds  are  invested,  and  tlie  great  fall 
of  rents,  so  that  for  the  time  the  instits- 
tion  was  seriously  embarrassed.  The  self- 
sacrifice  of  some  of  its  officers,  howeTer« 
who  for  a  while  labored  without  compea- 
salaon,  made  it  posrible  to  continue  its 
operations,  and  weather  the  storm.  The 
great  fire  in  Boston  [see  Great  Fin  of 
1872],  which  destroyed  several  down 
town  business  blocks  belonging  to  the  ea- 
tate,  which  had  to  be  rebuilt,  had  much 
to  do  with  the  temporair  diminutioo  of 
its  resources.  The  buiuung  erected  ia 
1870  is  a  tasteful  structure  of  Roxbuiy 
pudding-stone,  112  by  73  feet,  in  the  Vic- 
toria Gothic  architecture.  1^  entire  ea- 
tate  comprises  300  acres,  of  which  187 
have  been  assigned  for  the  arboretum, 
and  are  laid  out  with  walks  and  road- 
ways. In  1881, 120  acres  of  the  arboretum 
portion  of  the  estate  were  acquired  by  the 
city  of  Boston  for  a  public  park;  and 
about  44  acres  of  additional  land  were 
purchased  at  the  cost  of  about  $50,000^ 
for  the  same  purpoee.  One  third  of  the 
estate  is  under  cultivation  by  BLarvard 
CdUece  between  the  drives  amd  walks*

Caba.  The  cheap  cab  ■Tjjtem  of  the 
city  is  one  fd  its  f  eatur*^  The  ordinary 
cabs  an)  uiie-horse,  two  and  four  wheeled, 
two-seated  vehicles,^- the  seats  on  the 
rides  and  entrance  from  the  rear.  1^ 
cham«  for  their  services  are  25  cents  a 
single  passenger,  in  the  city  proper,  north 
of  Dover  Street,  or  for  an  eqmvalent 
short  distance  in  any  port  of  the  city  from 
the  starting-point;  or,  when  employed 
on  tame,  one  dollar  an  hour,  for  one,  two, 
three,  or  four  passcngen.  Each  can  carry 
four  people.  The  cabs  are  to  be  found 
on  the  streets  at  all  hours  of  the  day 
and  night.  There  aro  several  varieties 
of  them,  and  thev  are  populariy  known 
as  Herdics  (or  Ilerdic  Phseton),  Stand- 
ards, Gumeys,  and  **  Sedans."  The  Her- 
dics, which  were  the  first  to  be  intro- 
duoed,  are  named  for  the  inventor  of  this 
peculiar  style  of  cab,  a  Philadelphia  car- 
riage builder ;  the  Standards  are  so  called 
because  they  are  of  uniform  pattern  and 
Style ;  the  Gnnieys  for  their  builders,  a 
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Boston  concern;  and  the  "Sedaat"  for 
no  particular  reason,  lliese  caba  are  on 
regular  stands,  or  they  can  be  called  ham 
the  street  "when  not  em^aged, — though 
their  drivers  an  not  aUowed  to  solicit 
patronage,  —  or  by  telephone  to  the  offices 
of  the  several  oompames  running  them. 
The  Herdic  stands  an  located  in  the  cen-

In  tlus  admiimbly  ooo- 
dncted  institntioii,  medical  and  snigical 
treatment  ie  given  to  children  from  2  to 
12  yean,  if  poor,  gratnitoosly ;  and,  if 
parents  or  guardians  are  able  to  pay,  at  a 
moderate  charge.  The  nuisin^  is  directed 
by  the  ^^otestant  Episcopal  Sisters  of  St. 
3largaret  [See  Sttierkood  ^  SL  Ifor- 
garet,\  No  mfectious  or  contagions  dis- 
eases, and  no  chronic  or  incurable  cases, 
are  admitted.  Visitoni  to  patients  are 
admitted  doily  from  11  to  12,  and  victors 
to  the  hottpitu  are  admitted  at  .any  time 
except  Sundays.  There  is  a  department 
for  out-patients,  open  daily  at  10  A.  x. 
There  is  a  Convalescent  Home  at  Wellos- 
ley,  with  18  beds,  which  receives  patients 
from  the  hospital  during  the  summer 
months:  the  average  number  cared  for 
there  in  a  season  is  100.

The  bmlding 
is  thoroughlT  built  throughout,  and  a£ 
miiably  eqmpped ;  while  the  system  of 
ventilation  and  the  sanitary  anangemeats 
are  very  complete.  The  vaeuum  method 
of  ventilation  by  aspiration  has  beea 
ad<mted;  powerful  currents  are  created 
by  flues  connecting  with  a  large  dumney 
at  both  top  and  bottom  of  the  walla. 
There  is  also  direct  conmunicatioB  ^wiA 
the  open  air.  Keariy  every  room  is  prcK 
vided  vrith  open  fire-plaees,  and  transoms 
over  the  dioots,  and  the  buildiqg  ia 
heated  bv  steam.  Some  of  the  roooM 
are  completely  underlaid  by  steam  pipes ; 
these  rooms  are  for  very  delicate  chil* 
dren.  As  it  now  stands,  00  patients  eaa 
be  accommodated ;  and  when  completed 
the  capacity  of  the  hospital  will  be  in- 
creased to  100  beds.  Each  ol  the  several 
wards  is  provided  with  a  separate  diidngw 
room,  diet-kitchen,  bath-room,  and  wataw 
doseta.

Christ  Chiiroh.  Salem  Street  (North 
End).  The  oldest  church  building  now 
standing  in  the  city,  and  one  of  the  few 
landmarks  generally  retaining  its  original 
appearance.  The  comer-stone  was  laid 
with  religious  ceremonies  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Myles,  April  22,  1723.  Ito  old-fashioMd 
pulpit  ana  pews  have  suffered  no  material 
change ;  its  present  organ,  though  not  the 
same  (imported  from  London  in  1756) 
that  used  to  accompany  the  quaint  old- 
time  hymns  and  responses,  b  mdosed  in 
the  orig^inal  antique  case ;  the  figures  of 
the  cherubim  in  front  of  the  organ  and 
the  chandeliers  are  the  much  prized  pos- 
sessions taken  from  a  IVench  vessel  by 
the  privateer  '* Queen  of  Hungary"  in 
1746,  and  presented  to  the  chni«h  by 
C!ipt.  Grushea;  its  Bible,  prayer-books, 
and  silver  communion  service,  given  to  it 
by  King  Geoige  the  Second  in  1733,  and 
bearing  the  royal  arms,  are  still  in  use ; 
and  the  chime  of  bells,  the  sweetest  and 
most  musical  the  town  has  known,  brought 
from  England  in  1744,  stiU  sound  their 
melodious  tones.  It  is  from  the  steeple 
of  Christ  Church  that  it  is  claimed  the 
lanterns  of  Paul  Revere  were  hung  out 
to  warn  Adams  and  Hancock  of  the 
movement  of  the  British  troops  on  Lex- 
ington ;  and  though  the  matter  has  been 
long  in  dispute,  —  whether  it  was  from 
the  Christ  Church  steeple,  or  that  of  the 
Old  North  Church  in  North  Square 
(which  was  pulled  down  for  fuel  during 
the  siege  of  JBoston),  that  the  lights  were 
shown ;  or  whether  or  not  they  gave  the 


warning*  —  a  tabUt  on  the  f root  of  tha 
church,  phuied  there  Oct.  17, 1878,  bean 
this  inscription :  **  The  signal  lantema  of 
VwaX  Revere  displayed  in  the  steepla  of 
this  church,  April  18,  1775,  warned  tha 
eonntry  of  the  march  of  the  British 
troops  to  Lexington  and  Concord.'*  It  ia 
also  claimed  that  the  Vwal  Revere  lights 
were  hung  out  by  the  sexton  of  this 
church,  Robert  Newman,  a  young,  aetiva, 
and  courageous  fellow,  during  those 
times;  but  by  some  antiquarians  this 
claim  is  also  questioned,  anil  the  ssser- 
tion  »  as  positively  made,  that  ^y  wers 
displayed  by  Capt.  John  Pnliqg,  a  mer- 
chiwt  of  Boston  and  a  warden  of  ths 
church,  and  in  the  confidence  of  ReverS| 
Hancock,  Adams,  Warren,  and  the  oUier 
leaders.  The  original  spire  of  the  chnreh 
was  blown  down  in  a  gale  in  1804 ;  and 
the  present  one,  built  immediately  after 
the  demolition  of  the  old,  is  an  accnrafts 
reproduction  of  that.  The  walls  of  the 
interior  of  the  church  are  now  enriched 
with  paintings  and  mural  ornaments, 
among  which  »  the  first  monument  to 
Washington  ever  erected  in  this  ooontiy. 
The  only  radical  change  from  the  earlier 
appearance  of  the  interior  of  the  churdh 
lias  been  the  closing  of  the  fanner  centra 
aide,  and  also  the  lam  altar  window* 
The  eight  bells  of  the  chime  in  the  tower 
bear  these  inscriptions :  —

In  the  autumn  of  1884  the  buildiiig  was 
thoroughly  repaired,  the  steeple  strensth- 
ened,  and  ths  interior  renovated  mm  rs> 
stored.  The  ooloring  of  tha  walls  and 
wood-work  within  the  chancel  is  a  return 
to  the  ancient  style,  and  the  covering  of 
the  arch  of  the  chancel  with  a  material

Tlui  olnuoh  was  built  by  ths  second  ^ot- 
sslsat  i^nseopsl  soeietj  in  Boston,  tho 
ini  beiiy  Kwg'u  ChapoL  [See  Kins^g 
C^kipeL]  Its  first  rector  was  Ber.  Timo- 
^7  Cutter,  D.  D.,  who  was  settled  Dee. 
28,  1T28.  He  serred  antfl  his  death, 
Ai^.  7, 1765.  Rot.  James  Greaton,  who 
had  been  his  assistant  since  1700,  sne- 
eeedod  him.  Mr.  Greaton  left  at  the 
dose  of  Angnst,  1707 ;  and  the  following 
jear,  September,  1708,  Roy.  Dir.  Mather 
Byles,  Jr..  became  the  rector.  He  rs> 
signed  in  April,  1775,  intendiqg  to  go  to 
Portsmouth.  N.  H. ;  but  he  was  pra- 
▼ented  by  tiie  RcYolutionary  excitement, 
and  being  a  fierce  loyalist,  he  remained 
ID  Boston  as  chaplain  to  some  of  the  Brit> 
ish  regiments  until  after  the  evacnatioo. 
Sabeeqnently  he  was  proscribed  and  ban- 
ished. The  church  remained  without  a 
settled  rector  until  August,  1778,  when 
Rer.  Stephen  Lewis  was  celled  to  the 
place.  He  serred  for  0  Toais,  and  was 
then  succeeded  by  Rcy.  William  Mont^ 
gue.  The  latter  was  settled  in  June, 
1787,  and  left  in  Hay,  1702.  Roy.  WO- 
Ham  Walter,  D,  D.,  was  the  next  rector, 
settled  May  29,  1792 ;  and  he  eerred  un- 
til his  death,  Dec  5,  180a  Roy.  Asa 
Eaton,  D.  D.,  was  the  next  rector.  He 
serred  from  Aug.  23, 1803,  to  Msy.  1829. 
To  him  belongs  the  credit  of  estaoliahing 
the  first  Sunday-school  known  in  Boston : 
this  began  in  1815.  Rcy.  AVilliam  Cros 
well  succeeded  him,  continuing  as  rector 
from  1829  to  184a  Roy.  John  Woart 
was  the  next  rector,  senring  10  years; 
and  ReY.  William  T.  Smithett,  settled  in 
June,  1852,  followed  him.  Later  rectors 
haYo  been  Roy.  Henry  Burroughs,  who 
was  settled  in  1808;  and  Rcy.  William 
H.  Monroe,  settled  in  1881.  The  corner- 
stone of  the  church  was  laid  on  April  15, 
1723 ;  and  the  senrices  of  dedication  oo- 
enrred  on  Dee.  29  of  the  same  year.

In  the  order  of  time  this  was  the  fourth 
religioua  newspaper  established  in  Boston. 


It  was  founded  in  1821  b^  DaYid  Rood, 
who  oontinued  its  publication  and  control 
until  1805.  Then  it  passed  into  tho 
hands  of  a  corporation  known  as  the 
Christian  Resnster  Association.  Thourii 
not  strictly  Uie  authorised  organ  of  taa 
Unitarian  denomination,  it  hiss  always 
been  a  constant  and  faithful  exponent  of 
UnJtarianism.  Fnrm  the  first  its  YoJumea 
haYC  been  enriched  by  contributions  from 
the  distinguished  Umtarian  mimsters  and 
laity.  Mr.  Reed  had  the  adrice  and  co- 
operation of  Roys.  William  Ellery  Chaa- 
ning  and  Henry  Ware,  Jr.,  and  IVofessor 
Andrews  Norton.  At  different  periods  of 
its  existence  it  has  had  able  writers  for 
its  editors,  men  distinguished  both  in  the 
pulpit  and  in  literature.  Among  these 
were  Roys.  Samuel  Barrett,  S.  &.  Lo- 
throp,  George  K  Ellis,  K  &  Gannett, 
Chandler  Robbins,  J.  H.  Morison,  F.  H. 
Huntington,  N.  S.  Folsom,  Charles  Up- 
ham,  T.  B.  Fox,  M.  L  Motte,  and  Messrs.  * 
George  S.  IDllard  and  George  Ripley. 
For  one  year  it  was  edited  by  an  edito- 
rial committee  of  the  American  Unita> 
rian  Association,  but  this  was  found  an 
impracticable  arrangement.  Since  it  has 
been  under  the  control  of  the  Chiistiaa 
Register  Association  it  has  had  for  its 
responsible  editon  Roys.  S.  W.  Bush, 
Thomas  J.  Mumford,  Charles  J.  Ames, 
and  Samuel  J.  Barrows,  in  the  order 
named.  Mr.  Barrows  has  seired  since 
1881.  Geoige  IL  Ellis  is  the  publisher. 
''The  Christian  Register'*  was  probably 
the  first  reUgious  newspaper  in  the  world 
which  used  the  teleg^ph  for  the  trans- 
mission of  news  and  reports  of  meetings.

Courts.  The  United  States  courts 
until  May,  1885,  were  held  in  the  United 
States  Court  House,  on  Tremont  Street, 
comer  of  Temple  Place.  This  was  for- 
meriy  the  Masonic  Temple,  built  in  1832, 
and  since  its  abandonment  by  the  courts 
has  been  sold  by  the  United  States  gor- 
emment  and  remodelled  by  its  purchaser 
for  burinesB  uses.  The  United  States 
courts  are  now  held  in  tlie  goremment 
buildiiv,  indoeed  in  the  square  between 
Post  Office  Square,  Devonsliire,  Milk,  and 
Water  streets,  occupying  the  upper  sto- 
ries in  the  eastern  half  of  the  building. 
The  court-rooms  are  ample  and  richlV 
appointed  in  the  style  wiiich  has,  with 
little  Tariety,  been  adopted  for  the  federal 
courts  throughout  the  country.  [See

But 
after  the  death,  in  1862,  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Charles  Mason,  who  had  been  its  rector 
since  1847,  its  numbers  fell  off,  until  in 
1865  the  church  was  dissolved,  and  the 
church  building  sold  to  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  society  then  situated  in  North 
Russell  Street  The  Church  of  the 
Messiah,  on  Florence  Street,  was  the 
next  church  to  be  organized  in  the  city 

?iroper.  It  was  fonned  in  September, 
843,  in  part  by  former  members  of  Grace 
Church,  who  had  moved  towards  the 
South  End.  Like  so  many  other  soeietiea, 
its  earlier  mpetinn  were  held  in  a  haU. 
Its  present  chur(£  building  was  conse- 
crated by  Bishop  Eastbum,  on  Aug.  29, 
1848.  Then  St  Stephen*s  Church,  a  free 
church  for  the  poor,  was  establidied  on 
Purchase  Street  ia  1845,  by  the  late  Rev. 
Dr.  £.  M.  P.  Wells.  It  was  endowed, 
and  the  npense  of  its  buOding  met  by 
the  late  William  Appleton.

It  was  oif:anized  in 
1786,  and  incorporated  in  1701,  for  the 
*'  recovery  of  persons  who  meet  with  such 
accidents  as  produce  in  them  the  appear- 
ance of  death,**  and  the  promotion  of  the 
cause  of  humanity  by  pnrsuinff  such 
means,  from  time  to  time,  as  shaU  have 


for  their  object  the  utessi  t  atici  of  Iwmae 
Ufa  sad  the  aUeviatioii  of  its  miseries." 
Its  eariiest  efforts  were  paitienlMly  di- 
rected towards  the  saving  of  Hfeoa  the 
•ee-ooast.  It  established  huts  of  refege 
aloeg  ihn  dicte,  and  maintained  aa  oiw 
ganizaiioB  of  life-boatmen,  years  bef ote 
the  establishment  of  the  govemmeBt  life* 
service;  and  its  leeoid  of  shiywiecked 
marinen  aansted  and  Hfe  saved  is aeohle 
one.  The  national  service  was  first  be- 
gun in  1847,  and  ru^nlaily  orgainaed  im 
1SI8.  Until  that  tmie  the  society,  e^ 
tirely  supported  by  voluntary  eontribe- 
ttons,  pursued  its  work.  LiUer  it  was 
endowed  by  the  Federal  and  State  gov^ 
emraents  in  recosnitioB  of  its 
upon  the  coast.

On  the  second 
floor  are  two  main  halls  and  several  ante- 
fooms.    Tlie  interior  finish  here  consists 
of  dado,  frieae,  and  ornamented  mantels 
and  door-cases.     In  the  eastern  room, 
looking  down  State  Street,  a  room  not 
more  than  32  feet  sqnare,  the  governor 
and  oonneil  need  to  at  in  the  days  before 
the  Revolution ;  and  in  the  western  room, 
OS  the  Washington  Street  front,  sat  the 
General  Goort.    Over  the  entrance  to  one 
of  tliese  rooms  ii  placed  the  seal  of  the 
dty,  and  over  the  other  that  of  the  State, 
The  roof,  before  the  restoration  was  be- 
fpok,  was  a  mansard,  bnilt  ont  from  the 
old  timbers,  some  of  which  were  hacked 
almost  in  two  to  accomplish  the  work. 
These  timbers,  at  least  1&  years  did,  re- 
main ;  and  in  place  of  the  mansard  ii  a 
pitch-roof,  restmg  upon  the  original  tim- 
Iwrs.    The  old  windows  have  been  repro- 
duced quite  accurately;  and  in  almost 
every  particular  the  exterior,  above  the 
fiis^jrtoty  certainly,  is  a  faithful  copy  oi 
the  old.    The  outside  of  the  building  is 
painted  a  yellowish  olive,  with  daner 
trimminn,  as  represented  by  the  oldest 
oO-paintmg   of   the    structure   existing, 
which  bears  date  of  I80a    The  whole  of 
the  second  floor,  the  aides,  and  cupola 
are  leased  by  the  city  to  the  Bostoman 
Socie^  [see  Bosioman  Sodetf]  for  10 
years  from  1882.     The  terms  of  the  lease 
provide  for  an  annual  payment  by  the  so- 
ciety of  $100,  and  the  maintenance  of 
the  rooms  for  public  exhibition,  free  of 
charge,  at  reasonable  hours  on  every  day 
of  the  year  except  Sundays  and  holidays. 
An  interesting^  collection  of  antiquities 
relating  to  the  buildiiu;  itself,  and  to  the 
early  history  of  the  city  and  State,  with 
several  portraits,  quaint,  omde  paintings 
of  ancient  date,  and  many  drawings  of 
old  biuldings,  is  exhibited  here.    Some  of 
the  posse ■fions  of  the  society  here  gath- 
ered are  quite  valuable.   From  the  rentals 
of  those  portious  of  tlie  biulding  leased  for 
business  purposes,  it  is  estimated  thai  the 
city  derives  an  annual  income  of  about 
$20,000;  so  that  the  building  as  an  his- 
toric monument,  in  the  midst  of  the;  busS- 
ness  portion  of  the  city  and  in  the  neigh- 
borliood  most  frequented  by  tlie  "  money- 
chauftsni*'  is  not  an  expenslvs  Inzurj.

Sfawe  the  esta«ilislimeni 
of  the  street-car  systems,  the  grbst  omni- 
bus-lines, which  before  the  day  of  street- 
railroads  flourished  prosperously  in  Boa- 
ton,  have  been  reduosd  to  a  angle  one  in 
the  citT  proper.  This  is  the  (Stiaen^ 
Line,  wnose  omnibuses,  or  coaches  as  they 
are  more  frequently  called,  run  from 
Northampton  Street  through  Washiqgtoa, 
Court,  and  other  streets  in  the  city  proper, 
to  Main  Street,  foot  of  Salem  Stnet, 
Charlestown  District.

town  District,  the  first  in  the  momingat 
0.15,  and  the  last  at  niglit  at  laSO.  Tim 
single  fare  for  psssengeis  is  five  cents, 
but  bv  tickets  four  cents.

The  eonspicuoiu  f aatiira  of  Um  olundi  on 
its  completion  was,  at  now,  its  tall  and 
graceful  smra.  UniQ  tlie  buildinip  of  the 
Someraet  Street  Chnrcli  on  higher  rnmnd 
(since  demolished,  its  site  occnpied  by 
the  Boston  UniTersity),  this  spire  was  the 
hi^est  in  the  town.  Hie  capitals  for 
this  steeple  were  made  by  Solomon  AVil- 
lard,  the  designer  of  the  Banker  llill 
Monument  and  the  Court  House  in  Couii 
Square.  For  a  long  time  there  were  vaulta 
for  the  dead  underneath  the  church.

aon,  it  has  stoftdily  nuuntained  a  fini 
place  amoor  tha  pnblio  booaes  of  tha 
eity.  Mr.  faAar  began  bis  business  ca- 
reer in  Boston  in  a  bvmble  way.  In  1832 
he  foond  employment  in  a  little  restau- 
rant mncb  sought  br  business  men  ol 
micurean  tastes  in  that  day,  known  as 
*  Hnnt^s,**  occnpyii^  the  basement  of 
the  Tudor  building  on  Court  Square, 
whieh  stood  where  the  extension  of 
''Toung*s**  now  stands.  [See  yowa^*« 
JIoliL]  Three  months  after,  he  had 
bought  out  his  master,  paying  for  the 
property  and  good- will  tlte  snug  sum 
of  ^Hi32.  His  nlace  soon  thereafter  be- 
came famous  alMut  town.  In  IS^  John 
F.  Mills  entered  his  service  at  $25  a 
month,  and  three  vears  after  was  admit- 
ted to  a  share  in  the  business;  and  from 
that  time,  until  the  death  of  the  junior 
partner  in  the  spring  of  1870,  the  firm 
name  was  Parker  &  Mills.  Mr.  Parker 
himself  died  May  31,  1884,  at  the  age  of 
80,  leaTiiy  a  handsome  estate.  The 
buildbflr  of  the  Parker  House  was  begun 
in  Amu,  1854,  and  it  was  opened  to  the 
pubhe  in  October  the  year  following. 
William  Washburn  was  the  architect. 
Hie  house  then  occupied  but  a  portion  ol 
the  block  extending  from  Qiapman  Place 
to  Tkemont  S^t,  covering  the  site  of  the 
second  building  of  the  Latin  School  [see 
Latin  School]  and  of  an  old  brick  mansion- 
house,  onea  the  dweUing  of  Jacob  Wen- 
dell, die  gieat-gnmdfather  of  Oliver  Wen- 
dell Holmes.  First  it  was  extended  to 
Clumman  Place ;  then  to  Tremont  Street, 
behind  a  broad  brick  house,  the  owner  of 
which  held  fast  to  the  comer ;  and  finallT 
to  the  comer  itself,  the  estate  at  length 
being  purchased  and  the  house  removed 
after  years  of  negotiationi.  *'  ParkerV* 
is  a  statdy  marble  structure,  of  oma^ 
mented  facade,  the  main  portion  six  sto- 
ries high.  The  chief  feature  is  the  esc- 
tendoo,  so  called,  at  the  Tremont  Street 
eoroer.  This  towers  above  the  main 
straetnx«  in  eight  stories,  terminatiqg  in 
a  graceful  chateau  roof.  On  the  cor- 
ner are  a  series  of  oriel  windows  risii^ 
from  a  graduated  base  at  the  second 
story  to  tfie  roof;  and  tha  line  of  tha 
roof  includes  two  stories  pierced  at  in* 
tervals  by  dormer  windows,  whieh  oorof- 
mand  superb  cit^  views.  The  main  eii- 
tnmeea  to  tha  hotal   are  from  School 


Street;  a  general  one  and  two 
trances  at  either  side  of  it.    Firom  tha 
large,  marble^paved,  lofty  entrance  hall, 
itself  attractively  decorateid  and  f adiioned, 
open  the  huge  publie  dining-rooms,  that 
for  eentlemen  at  the  end  of  it,  and  that 
for  uidies  at  the  left,  through  a  minor  hall 
and  past  the  hotel  office.    Beyond  tha 
business  and  kmnging  rooms,  at  the  risht 
of  tha  entrance  nafi,  through   anotnar 
minor  hall,  the  cafe  is  reached,  a  brill- 
iantly garnished  apartment  with  an  ouU 
look  upon  Tremont  Street     Below,  in 
the  basement,  are  lunch  and  oyster  oohb- 
teis,  bar,  and  a  huge  billiard  room.    Tha 
newest  of  the  entrances  for  ladies,  that 
at  tha  right  of  the  general  entrance,  leads 
into  the  extension  on  the  Tremont  Street 
comer.    At  the  left  is  a  cosy,  tastefully 
furnished  reception-roam.    The  other  lad- 
dies* entrance,  lower  down  School  Street, 
leads  to  the  older  portion  of  the  houss. 
Directly  from  the  left  of  this  the  Uidies* 
dining-room  opens.     Hiere  Is  also  a  re- 
ception-room here,  at  the  right.     On  the 
second  floor  of  the  house  are  a  number  of 
private  dining-rooms  of  varioua  sites,  sev- 
eral of  them  specially  arranged  for  the 
dining  clubs  peculiar  to  Boston.     [See 
Clwttft  in  Boston,  and  Poiitical  Dining 
C/m&s.]    Tlie  house  has  200  rooms,  many 
of  them  elegant  suites.    The  prices  for 
single  rooms  range  from  $1  to  $5,  and 
for  suites  from  ;i(8  to  $12  a  day.    On 
Not.  16,  1882,  the  50th  annivenaxj  of 
the  beginning  of  Mr.  Parker^s  business 
career  was  ceiebratGd  by  a  public  dinner 
in  the  house,  given  by  a  committee  of 
citizens,  its  patrons  for  manv  years.    A 
few  years  before  his  death  Mr.  Parker 
admitted  to  partnership  Joseph  H.  Beck- 
man  and  Edward  O.  Ainchard,  botli  ex- 
perienced hotel  men,  who  had  for  some 
time  been  connected  with  the  house,  and 
the  title  of  the  firm  was  made  Harvey  D. 
Parker  A  Co.    After  his  death,  Messm. 
Beckman  A  Pnnchard  became  the  sole 
moprietora.    Tlie  price  paid  for  the  1,^64 
leet  of  land  upon  which  the  eztendon  ia 
built  was  $200,000,  and  this  stmetare 
cost  an  additional  $160,00a     G.  J.  F. 
Bryant  was  the  architect  of  this  part.    It 
was  dedicated  on  Jan.  16,  1686,  when  the 
Commercial    Club  dined  in  tlie  largest 
of  the  new  dining-rooms,  having  Messrs. 
Beckman  and  Punohard  as  gneata.    (Cka

was  the  education  of  Laura  Bridgman, 
deaf  y  dumb,  and  blind,  whose  story  is 
known  the  world  orer.  The  institntioa 
is  noted  as  bein^  the  first  in  the  world 
where  a  sjstematie  edncation  of  the  blind 
was  attempted.  Its  success  in  this  direc- 
tion was  so  great  that  it  was  earl  j  taken 
as  a  model  for  other  institutions  of  its 
kind  in  Europe,  as  well  as  in  our  own 
country.  The  pupils  receive  an  excellent 
education,  especially  in  music,  and  are 
tauffht  such  trades  as  can  be  best  carried 
on  Dy  the  blind.  Piano-tuning,  chab- 
seating,  and  upholstery  are  amonf  the 
occupations  pursued  by  them.  Music 
has  been  taught  widi  such  success  here 
tliat  the  tuning  and  keeping  in  repair  of 
all  pianos  in  the  public  whools  of  the 
city  sre  intrui^ed  to  its  pupils,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  concemeo.  Dr.  Howe 
invented  the  best  system  of  printing  in 
raised  letters  books  for  the  use  of  the 
blind,  and  the  first  books  for  the  blind 
produced  in  this  country  were  printed  at 
this  institution ;  during  recent  years  sev- 
eral standard  works  nave  been  electro- 
typed,  and  this  department  has  been  ear- 
ned on  with  much  vigor.  It  was  decided 
in  18S5  not  only  to  keep  a  free  circulating 
library  of  this  embossed  literature  at  the 
institution,  but  to  place  sets  of  them  in 
some  of  the  leading  libraries  in  the  large 
cities.  The  institution  ii  parUv  self-sup- 
porting, from  the  income  of  invested 
funds,  and  the  receipts  from  its  work- 
shops, which  annually  reach  about 
$1!>,000.  It  also  receives  compensation 
from  several  States  for  the  support  and 
education  of  beneficiaries,  and  from  the 
Stote  of  Massachusetts  a  nant  of  $30,000 
annually.  ^  Pupils  are  admitted  on  pay- 
ment of  %^000  per  annum,  and  indigent 
applicants  from  this  State  are  admitted 
gratuitously  on  the  warrant  of  the  gov- 
ernor. In  the  arrangement  of  the  institu- 
tion, the  family  system  is  followed ;  and 
the  women  and  girls  occupy  dwelling- 
honses  by  themselves,  the  sexes  being 
separated.  In  ISS^  a  kindergarten  for 
bbnd  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and 
0  years  was  established  on  aa  estate  on 
the  comer  of  Day  and  Perkins  streets 
Roxbuiy  Distrieti  comprising   about  o 


acres,  which  was  purchased  for  the  insti- 
tution at  a  cost  of  $30.00a  Dr.  Howa 
continued  in  charge  of  the  institutioo 
until  his  death,  in  1878.  It  was  organ- 
ised on  its  present  system  in  1870 ;  and 
in  1877,  a  year  after  Dr.  Howe's  death, 
the  present  name  was  adopted,  in  accofd- 
aace  with  Dr.  Howe*s  dears,  which  was 
to  remove  it  from  the  class  of  charitabla 
institutions,  and  make  it  more  of  aa  ed- 
ucational and  industrial  one.  Dr.  Howa 
was  succeeded  by  his  son-in-law,  Mr. 
Michael  Anaipos,  as  superintendent 
The  tide  of  this,  office  was  subsequently 
changed  to  director.  Under  the  broad 
and  generous  administration  of  Mr. 
Ana^nos  the  work  has  steadily  enlaiged 
and  mcreased  in  importance.  The  corps 
of  instructors  conasts,  besides  the  director^ 
of  eight  literary  teachers,  ten  music  teach- 
ers, with  three  music  readers,  one  tuning 
master,  with  aa  assistant,  and  two  in* 
struotors  in  handicrafts  with  two  asrist> 
ants.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  the  insti- 
tution on  Thursdays,  from  eleven  to  one

Philharmonio  Society  (The).  A 
musical  society,  organised  in  1880,  after  ^■ 
the  plan  of  other  musical  societies  or 
clubs  in  the  city,  with  profesdonal  mem- 
ben,  and  subscribing  members  bearing 
the  expenses.  [See  3fii«te  tn  BostatLj 
Its  object  is  the  presentation  of  orchea- 
tral  music.  It  was  established,  orisinallTy 
to  succeed  (or  at  least  to  sustain)  ua 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  which  was  or> 
ganixed  in  1870  by  Bemhard  Listemann. 
During  the  first  season  of  the  new  sodety, 
concerts  were  given  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Listemann  as  conductor.  The 
next  season,  owing  to  divisions  in  the  ■»> 
ciety,  Mr.  Ldstemann  retired,  and  Dr. 
Louis  Maas  was  made  the  conductor.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  season  of  1882  Carl 
Zerrahn  was  appointed  director.  The 
Philharmoiuc  Orchestra  also  maintains  ili 
organisation,  with  Mr.  Listemann  as  eo»> 
ductor,  as  before  the  organiiatioo  of  the 
society.

PartiticHM,  wlieiis  not  of  brick,  arc  of  ce- 
ment blocks.  Tlie  roof  is  coppered ;  the 
stjiin  are  %A.  irun ;  the  halls  have  no 
ulaHteru«l  walls,  but  are  finished  in  face- 
brick.  The  main  entrance  to  the  bnildii^; 
is  on  Bcac«tn  Street,  and  is  readied  by  a 
long,  K]Kicious  fliglit  of  staits.  At  tlie 
right  of  the  cut rn  nee  is  the  SiiiMlay-school 
sales-room,  ainl  at  the  left  is  tlie  book 
sales-room.  Beyond  the  book  -  room, 
ami  looking^  upon  Bowdoin  Street,  is  tlie 
oflice  of  the  assistant  secretary',  and  tlie 
room  for  the  Ladies*  Conlkmissiou,  with  a 
retiriiig-rtKHii  attaclie<l.  In  tlie  basement 
are  the  Kales  and  |KU*kii^c  m«mi  for  books, 
the  boiler-room,  ;uid  a  liatJi-room.  Tlie 
lower  hall  is  tile<l,  and  like  aill  tlio  halls, 
is  fiiiUIied  with  the  masonry  in  sight. 
Tlie  rooms  throughout  tlie  buildhig  are 
iiuiiihed  plainly  in  osik,  witlioiit  any  eUib- 
otate  decoration ;  aiul  are  provided  with 
oiieu  fire-places.  On  tlie  Beacon  Street 
sulo  of  the  second  siory  are  the  directors* 
hirge  room  at  tlie  comer,  t)ie  secretary's 
smaller  room,  ami  a  huge  readii^-room. 
Along  the  Bowdoin  Street  side  are  tliroe 
committee-rooms  of  different  siies,  and 
the  office  of  tlie  Snnday-Schoiil  secretary. 
On  the  iipxier  fliMir  is  the  large  hall  of  tlie 
AiMociation,  **  Cluiiming  llall,**  occupy- 
ing the  entire  Beacon  Street  front,  and 
nearly  luilf  the  depth  of  tlie  buildiog.  It 
is  abumUuitly  liglited  by  tlie  windows  on 
the  two  iddes  and  by  the  skylight  above. 
It  is  finished  with  the  timbers  in  sight, 
and  designed  with  a  small  L  attachment 
beyond  which  are  the  retiring-room  and 
a  small  hall,  with  a  committee  -  room 
opening  into  it.  Peabody  A  Steams  were 
the  architects  of  the  buihling.  It  was 
dedicated  on  June  24,  1880.
